Just Say...Wliat? 



Antiviral 
Strategy, 1994: 
A Doctor’s 
Point of View

Remember when people were 
excited about anti-HIV drugs? It 
did not last too long. AZT did not 
live up to its promise; neither 
have the other antivirals, 
ddl, ddC, d4T. 

Word on the 
protease 
inhibitor is 
not yet in, but 
nobody is 
expecting to 
be blown 
away by the 
results. The 
Concorde 
study made us 
skeptical about 
early interven¬ 
tion. Combina¬ 
tion therapy has 
been a disap¬ 
pointment, particu¬ 
larly after the New 
York medical student made it into 
the headlines with his three drug 
whammy that fizzled as soon as 
someone tried to duplicate his 
results. 

If we have not taken enough 
blows, we are now learning that 
the current vaccine trials are not 
panning out, that there have been 
new infections among vaccinated 
persons. We didn’t expect any 
great news from Yokohama, and 
we didn’t get any. Drug manufac¬ 
turers seem to be losing interest 
in studying HIV drugs. 

HIV disease seems more and 
more sinister as time goes on. 

It is no wonder that many per¬ 
sons with HIV infection are get¬ 
ting more cynical and bitter about 
antiviral drugs. Much of this bit¬ 
terness is based on the scandalous 
profiteering of some drug compa¬ 
nies. Some of the bitterness 
comes from the way we associate 
these drugs with the FDA, with 
the years spent battling with that 
agency to provide quicker access 
to therapies. By connection, we 
associate these drugs with a foot- 
dragging government that at first 
refused to acknowledge the dis¬ 
ease, and has refused to provide 
leadership in fighting it. Some of 
this anger has historic roots in the 
hostility felt between the medical 
establishment and the gay com¬ 
munity and the frustrating irony 
of finding ourselves in the hands 
of professionals who for years 
declared us deviant or insane. 

And then, of course, there are 
the very real problems that come 
with taking these drugs. 
Sometimes their side effects 
seem worse than the disease. 
Sometimes they are indistin¬ 
guishable from aspects of the 
disease.

FDA Slams 
the Brakes 
on Protease 
Drugs

“Too many AIDS 
drugs?” asks the cover 
story of the August 15 
Barron's Magazine. The 
powerful New York- 
based Treatment Activist 
Group (TAG) thinks so, 
Barron's reports. The 
magazine reports on the 
irony that, instead of 
pushing for faster 
drug approval - as 
activists have done 
virtually since the 
beginning of the 
AIDS epidemic - 
TAG is now 
attempting to slow 
the FDA’s acceler¬ 
ated drug 

approval program. 
Under accelerated 
approval, TAG says, the 
FDA approves drugs that 
are only mediocre, which 
helps only the drug com¬ 
panies and provides no 
incentive to find better 
drugs, and the PWA 
community still lacks 
drugs that are fully effec¬ 
tive or truly safe. 

Most activists agree 
that TAG has identified a 
problem. Where they dif¬ 
fer - and strongly - is 
tag’s solution. 

TAG wants to put the 
brakes on drug approval 
for the next generation of 
AIDS drugs, the protease 
inhibitors, in hopes of 
getting better data on 
how these drugs work. In 
a letter to the FDA, eight 
TAG leaders wrote, “We 
urge you not to invite 
Hoffmann-La Roche to 
apply for accelerated 
approval of [the compa¬ 
ny’s new protease 
inhibitor] Saquinavir 
until we can complete 
further discussion 
between FDA, its 
Advisory Committee, 
the company and people 
with AIDS.” Instead of 
accelerated approval, 
TAG proposes a system 
of large, simple trials 
running three to five 
years and involving up to 
18,000 patients. The 
FDA so far is cooperat¬ 
ing.

Ariel Da Silva, the first person granted polit¬ 
ical asylum by the United States because of the 
persecution he suffered as a gay man, died of 
AIDS in a Los Angeles hospital on Monday, 
August 22. He was 36. 

Da Silva, who was known by the pseudonym 
“Jose Garcia” during his legal battle, was grant¬ 
ed asylum March 18 by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 

Until he was granted asylum, Garcia had 
been living as an undocumented alien after 
moving to San Francisco in 1980 from the state 
of Chiapas, Mexico. 

Garcia had been active in the lesbian and gay 
community since 1986 as an AIDS outreach work¬ 
er and health educator at a variety of groups,

News in Briefs: 

SFPD Raids Underworld

Four patrons of a popular gay South of Market 
entertainment venue were nabbed by police on 
lewd conduct and indecent exposure charges, as 
part of an enforcement action by state Alcohol and 
Beverage Control and San Francisco police offi¬ 
cers at 2:15 a.m. Saturday, August 27. 

The four patrons of Gus Bean’s Underworld 
Underwear Party at 55 Natoma were cited and 
released on the charges, according to Southern 
Station police captain Michael Yalom. 

“Once again police were making their sweeps 
and going though the clubs with a fine-tooth 
comb,’’ Bean said. “It wasn’t premeditated, so to 
speak, on Underworld. They were in here a total of 
three times.” 

The customers were cited after Southern 
Station officers observed the patrons engaged in 
sex acts inside the premises, Yalom told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The cited patrons had their penises exposed. 
Bean acknowledged. “They weren’t fucking or 
sucking. I felt terrible about it, but there wasn’t a 
whole lot I could do.” 

The joint enforcement action began shortly after 
2:15 a.m., and took about half an hour, Yalom said. 

After the club’s owner was ordered to close a 
private straight party at DV8 in the same building, 
and customers began spilling into the street, a 
request for officer assistance was broadcast. 

“Numerous officers responded to deal with 
what was basically a brawl,” Yalom said. 

Those patrons who were obviously intoxicated were 
arrested, according to Dr. Winkie, the club’s owner. 

Winkie told the BA.R. that an estimated 40 police 


officers were involved in the enforcement action. 

Underworld was not shut; although Bean said 
many customers did leave, the club remained open 
until 3:45 a.m. 

The enforcement actions are part of a continu¬ 
ing effort to curtail public intoxication and an ille¬ 
gal influx of minors in SoMa bars, according to 
State Alcohol and Beverage Control San 
Francisco Regional Administrator Mike Tyrrell. 

“We are working with Southern Station, which 
has identified the area as a problem area,” Tyrrell 
said. “Any violation occurring in a licensed 
premise is subject to our action.” 

According to Tyrrell, ABC administrative regula¬ 
tions regulate the conduct of customers and employ¬ 
ees of bars - and while Bean’s underwear parties 
may not violate state ABC regulations, nudity and 
sexual conduct inside premises are violations. 

“The South of Market is a problem area. It’s 
high visibility and hopefully after these kinds of 
occurrences, the licensees will tighten up their 
operations,” he said. 

According to Tyrrell, 70 percent of problems 
with bars - such as minors on premises or sales to 
intoxicated patrons - are due to “sloppy” manage¬ 
ment of licensed premises by employees or by 
proprietors who don’t really care and are only out 
to make a fast buck off their patrons. 

The charges against patrons are in addition to 
whatever administrative action will be filed or is 
pending against the owner of the premises’ liquor 
license, Yalom said. 

The joint enforcement action was conducted on 
Friday and Saturday night in venues serving alco¬ 
hol throughout the SOMA area, according to 
Tyrrell. T 


SoMa Muggings Claimed, 

But Police Have No Knowledge

Signs are being posted in South of Market area 
gay bars warning customers to be on the alert for 
muggers operating in the neighborhood. 

The notices tell customers to be careful as they 
travel from bar to bar, and suggest they travel with 
a partner or even take a cab. 

According to the notices posted in area 
nightspots - including The Hole In The Wall, a 
popular new biker bar on 8th Street, and My Place, 
a Folsom Street bar - the muggers travel in groups 
of three or more, their tactics are “fast and sim¬ 
ple,” and they are armed. 

“One short guy says something very loudly and 
the others attack you from behind,” the signs 


warns. “They are using weapons, possibly black¬ 
jacks or metal knuckles. Their blows are first to 
the head. Then, if you fall, they will beat you.” 

The signs note that there have been nine report¬ 
ed incidents in the area in the past two weeks. 

“They are dangerous, and their aim is to seriously 
injure or kill you for your cash,” the notice proclaims. 

The incidents have allegedly occurred in the 
South of Market area from Seventh and Mission to 
11th and Harrison Streets, according to the flyer. 

Officer Sandra Bargioni of the SFPD Hate 
Crimes Unit told the Bay Area Reporter that only 
one recent incident involving a specifically anti¬ 
gay attack in the South of Market area had been 
reported - and that was a July incident at 6th and 
Bryant. T

Mayor, Supes Still Differ 
On Budget, Transfer Tax 
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Health department director Dr. Sandra Hernandez 
and Mayor Frank Jordan.

Mayor Frank Jordan 
released his proposal for meet¬ 
ing a final $9 million deficit to 
the city’s budget for fiscal year 
94-95 this week, perhaps hop¬ 
ing to avert a showdown with 
the San Francisco board of 
supervisors over a proposed 
increased in the city’s real 
estate transfer tax. Despite his 
proposal and best hopes, the 
showdown appears inevitable. 

The Board voted 7-3 to 
increase the transfer tax, but 
does not yet have the eighth 
vote to override the mayor’s 
certain veto of the proposal, 
according to Supervisor Carole 
Migden. 

“The issues have not been 
resolved, but the board is com¬ 
mitted to saving health ser¬ 
vices,” Migden said. 

Instead of doubling the 
transfer tax - from $5 to $10 
per $1,000 of property valua¬ 
tion - Jordan proposed a $1 
million reduction of general 
fund reserves, to $9 million; 
cutting the annual $29 million 
bill for overtime in all city 
departments by $1 million; sav¬ 
ing $4 million through work¬ 
place reductions by not replac¬ 
ing one of every three workers 
who quit or retire; cutting $1 
million from the fire depart¬ 
ment’s training budget, since 


there will be only two firefight¬ 
er training classes next year 
instead of three; and raising $2 
million through year-end city 
departmental budget surpluses. 

The health department’s 
share of workplace reduction 
will be an estimated $2 million. 

The funds will have to come 
from layoffs and service reduc¬ 
tions, said Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez, director of the 
health department. 

“I hope the Mayor’s office 
and the board can work it out,” 
Hernandez said. “Obviously I 
hope the cuts won’t happen. It 
was austere at $105 million. It 


will be even more austere at 
$103 million.” 

The $105 million figure is 
the amount the department 
receives from the city’s general 
fund. The remainder of the esti¬ 
mated $640 million health bud¬ 
get is tied into state and federal 
revenues sources. 

The service cuts are not a 
empty threat, said Supervisor 
Susan Leal. “You can’t reduce 
support by 25 percent over two 
years and not have a reduction 
in services. There may be some 
horse-trading,” Leal said.

Mondelli Improving After Stabbing

Gay actor and graphics artist Mario Mondelli 
continues to improve and has regained conscious¬ 
ness, but remains in San Francisco General 
Hospital’s intensive care unit recovering from stab 
wounds, the B.A.R. learned from his nurse for the 
past four days. 

Mondelli was scheduled for surgery Tuesday, 
she added. 

“He had a very stable night last night [Monday 
8/29], and he looks the best he’s ever looked,’’ the 
nurse said. But at this point, “he doesn’t remember 
anything,’’ she said. 

The nurse said Mondelli “rolls his eyes’’ in 
response to her attention. A tracheotomy was to be 
performed in an effort “to wean him off the venti¬ 
lator,’’ the nurse said. 

Police Inspector David Oberhoffer called 
Mondelli’s progress “astounding,” and said the 
case is “still on a holding pattern” until investiga¬ 
tors are able to talk to Mondelli, who is recovering 
from severe cuts inflicted by a camping ax at his 
home on July 25. 


Oberhoffer said no new charges have been 
filed against Dr. Dean Freeman, Mondelli’s psy¬ 
chiatrist and alleged lover who admitted hacking 
Mondelli with the ax but 
said it was in self- 
defense, pending the 
patient’s ability to 
respond to investigators’ 
questions. 

Mondelli is “beating the 
odds,” Oberhoffer told the 
B.A.R., and chances of a 
“positive resolution of the 
case are looking better all 
the time.”

Defense and Education Fund, 
will moderate the meeting. 

Saloway told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he 
hopes to organize a chapter 
of the group in San 
Francisco to press for 
immigration reform. 

Although Canada, Aus¬ 
tralia, Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway and other countries 
recognize same-sex couples 
for immigration purposes, the 
United States does not. HTV 
exclusions can also be waived 
for heterosexual spouses, but 
not for same sex couples. 

“People who are illegal 
aliens live the most mar¬ 
ginal of all existences. 
They can’t work, they can’t 
go to schools, they can’t 
vote, and they can’t get 
benefits,” Saloway said. 

The group is forming 
chapters all over country to 
provide support and pro 
bono legal assistance on 
lesbian and gay immigra¬ 
tion issues. ▼

gent dental services. The Center 
For Special Problems, and other 
general fund revenue-dependent 
programs would take the brunt of 
the cuts, Hernandez said. 

The health department is still 
attempting to find an additional 
$2 million to cover such pro¬ 
grams, which had been provi¬ 
sionally funded for half a year, 

Jordan announced last week, 
while he was on vacation, that he 
would oppose the transfer tax 
increase. He was immediately 
criticized by Supervisor Tom 
Hsieh, who released a chronolo¬ 
gy of what he called Jordan’s 
“inconsistent positions on the FY 
1994-95 budget.” 

According to Hsieh, Jordan 
has waffled several times on 
whether he supported a transfer 
tax increase; at one point said he 
would consider a compromise 
transfer tax of $7.50 per $1,000. 
Three days later, Hsieh charged, 
Jordan rejected the proposal and 
said that he would not support 
new taxes. 

Jordan blamed much of the 


city’s latest deficit on state budget 
cuts and a $100 million annual 
loss in property tax revenue that 
was earmarked by the state - but 
said it’s no cause to raise taxes. 

“The state’s taking of our rev¬ 
enues,” Jordan said, “does not 
justify the raising of local taxes. 
We cannot continue to go back to 
those who keep the economic 
engine running in San Francisco 
and ask them for money each 
year. Local government must be 
restructured to be more respon¬ 
sive to the needs of the citizens 
and more efficient it its use of tax 
dollars. We cannot ask for and we 
are not entitled to additional tax 
revenues until we have created a 
responsive and efficient city gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Hsieh denounced Jordan’s lat¬ 
est proposal as “a fraud, and a 
vague and ambiguous plan,” 

“The proposal put forth by the 
Mayor is a good faith effort to 
address the continual raiding of 
the city’s coffers by the state. We 
are going to continue to work 
very hard with the health depart¬ 
ment to ensure that service 
impacts will be minimized,” said 
Robert Oakes, Jordan’s gay liai¬ 
son. T

TurmoO Continues at NGLTF

Peri Jude Radecic is step¬ 
ping down as executive director 
of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF) to 
return to her old job of director 
of public policy at the same 
organization. Radecic was ele¬ 
vated to her current position a 
year ago when Torie Osborn 
unexpectedly resigned after 
only six months on the job. 

Radecic decided that what 
she enjoyed most and what she 
did best was the public policy 
work. She has stated she wanted 
to return to that, rather than 
remain as executive director 
with its heavy responsibilities in 
fundraising and administration. 

She began discussing that 
option with the executive com¬ 
mittee of the board of directors 
in early August. The entire 
board approved the move dur¬ 
ing a conference call on August 
22. Timing was influenced by 
Radecic’s one-year contract, 
which requires a 60-day notice 
of any changes. 

Radecic will remain as exec¬ 
utive director until a successor 
begins. Board co-chair Deborah 
Johnson-Rolon, who heads up 
the search committee, hopes to 
complete that process in 
November and have the person 
in place soon thereafter. 

Three Washington employ¬ 
ees of NGLTF will leave the 
organization in September. 
Their departure follows a bud¬ 
get cut at the start of the sum¬ 
mer that eliminated three pro¬ 
gram positions; a fourth has 
been left vacant due to a resig¬ 
nation for health reasons. 

Among those departing are 
Deborah Cos, director of finance 
and administration, the first per¬ 
son hired by Osborn last summer. 

Spokesperson Robin Kane is 
leaving after four years with the 
group. She said she was ready 
to make a career move, but has 
felt inhibited from pursuing 
them because of potential con¬ 
flicts of interest while still 
employed at NGLTF. 

Ivy Young has five years 
with the organization, currently 
as director of its renowned 
“Creating Change” conference. 
She leaves two months prior to 
that annual event, ordinarily an 
event planner’s busiest time. 
Board co-chair Chris Collins 
does not think the timing of her 
departure will affect operations 
because so many other mem¬ 
bers of NGLTF are involved 
with Creating Change. 

“Ivy’s done an incredible job 
for the task force,” Radecic told 
the Bay Area Reporter, “and she 
will be missed, both personally 
and professionally. But the 
work of the conference is being 
picked up by Sue Hyde, who 
with Urvashi [Vaid, former 
NGLTF executive director], 
started Creating Changes, so I 
know it’s in good hands.” 

Two board members will 
come to Washington during this 
time of transitional turmoil. San 
Franciscan Collins will “assist 
with fundraising and other 
organizational duties.” Texan 
Gregory Fisher will become 
interim director of communica¬ 
tions. An interim office manag¬ 
er will be hired. 

These and other issues are 
likely to be the focus of a board 
“strategic retreat” in 
Provincetown the last weekend 
of August and of the 
Washington board meeting 
September 24-25. T

Labor Daze 

The thought occurred to us, as we were getting ready for the 
holiday weekend that looms ahead, that this is the first time we’ve 
really thought about Labor Day in years. 

The day we are about to spend in federally-mandated celebra¬ 
tion is one of those weird holidays, like Arbor Day, that time has 
robbed of most significance; all this weekend normally signals is 
a day off from work, the imminent beginning of school, and the 
end of white shoes. 

But this year, with the United States Senate considering a bill 
that would forbid discrimination against lesbians and gays as a 
matter of federal law, there might be a new importance to Labor 
Day - something that will give it resonance - if we in the gay 
community make it so. 

The Senate bill to which we refer, Ted Kennedy’s Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act of 1994 (S-2238), will be bitterly 
fought in the halls of the Capitol. Based on prior displays of big¬ 
otry, certain homophobic senators like Jesse Helms can be expect¬ 
ed to carry on at length about how we are asking for “special 
rights.” 

But Labor Day - the formerly irrelevant, meaningless Labor 
Day - proves there is nothing special about the right to make a liv¬ 
ing. If labor is an important enough concept to anchor a national 
holiday, and if it’s worth educating our kids about, then it also 
deserves more than lip service: it’s time for elected representatives 
to honor labor in a concrete way by extending protections to all 
Americans. (As long as we’re on the subject of labor, protecting 
the citizenry is part of those lawmakers’ Job description; but of 
course, most people in this country would be fired if they shirked 
work as callously and consistently as our representatives do.) 

This Labor Day, spend some time not relaxing: labor. Take a 
few sheets of paper and a few minutes and write the people in 
Washington who can make the difference. 

Both of our California senators will probably vote in favor of 
S-2238, which doesn’t mean they shouldn’t hear from as many 
people as possible; what it does mean is that it would be foolish to 
stop there. Since most people in San Francisco moved here from 
other areas with harsher realities for gay people, it seems like a 
good idea to write the Senators from those hometowns. 

While a note from a non-constituent is less important to most 
representatives than an identical note from someone who might 
vote for them - or against them, more to the point - most know 
there’s a strong likelihood that the parents of expatriates may still 
live in their districts. If that is the case, in fact, let them know it, 
and that family values in your family would make it impossible 
for your relatives to support anyone who doesn’t support equality. 

It seems ludicrous that we would have to fight for our right to 
work, particularly in a nation that so bitterly resents the money it 
spends on those who don’t work, but these are strange times. 
Perhaps only a threat will work on Republicans: namely, the threat 
of millions of lesbians and gay men, all of whom are otherwise fit 
and eager to work, collecting monthly welfare checks. 

(Of course, the same goes for the healthcare issue, whether the 
conservatives wish to acknowledge it or not: we’re gonna pay one 
way or another, so it might as well be to provide something of 
importance to those who need it, when they need it, instead of 
forking it all over to cover the hidden costs of inaction.) 

So think of this as your back-to-school assignment: to write an 
essay about why S-2238 is important, and send it to: 

(for example) Senator Jesse Helms 
U.S. Senate 

Washington, D.C. 20510 

As you can see, it’s perfectly simple; there aren’t even any 
street addresses or room numbers to deal with. 

And when you’re done with that, it’s time to put away those 
white shoes. Fortunately, this is San Francisco, where the warmth 
of summertime comes after August, so the best is yet to come. 
Enjoy it.

Cast Off Clothes

A s one P-FLAG parent, I would like to 
say this to the woman, referred to in 
the B.A.R. July 7th, who was horri¬ 
fied to see naked people at this year’s 
Lesbian and Gay Freedom Day 
parade: I understand. 

Sort of. 

When I was in New York for the Stonewall 
March, I looked and looked for 
my son, whom I expected might 
be marching with the counter¬ 
protest group down Fifth 
Avenue. 

“Where were you?” I said 
later over dinner. 

“You didn’t see me?” he said. 

“I was marching with the 
Radical Fairies. I was naked and 
painted green.” 

My immediate reaction was a 
bit confused. Was I sorry or glad 
I missed seeing him? How 
would I have greeted him? With 
a wave? I’m glad I was spared the decision and 
got to have dinner with a clothed son. 

I didn’t see too many naked people in the San 
Francisco Pride Parade, or maybe I’ve stopped 
noticing. Sure there were a few bare breasts, and 
there was a man walking with P-FLAG for 
awhile, also painted green. (I guess it is easy 
being green.) A mother from Oregon showed 
some concern. “This is what the religious right 
likes to use,” she said. But I pointed out that if 
the religious right didn’t have nudity to point at, 
they would use something else. After all, there 
weren’t too many naked gays parading around 


Nazi Germany when they were rounded up for 
extermination. 

I was once uncomfortable with naked bodies 
myself There’s the desire to stare at the penis (I 
mean the man) in the sauna. If you lower your 
eyes, it doesn’t do much good. My nakedphobia 
was cured at Harbin Hot Springs (a “clothing is 
optional but you’ll be embarrassed if you wear 
any” resort). When you see one or two naked 
people walking down the street, you’re perhaps 
a bit stunned. But imagine 
hundreds! After a while the 
variation of breasts and bel¬ 
lies gets to be fascinating. 
Your judgment of what con¬ 
stitutes a “beautiful” body 
dwindles. 

Soon clothes become the 
embarrassment. Tight pants 
that pull in the belly only draw 
your attention in an uncom¬ 
fortable way. 

The most beautiful sight I 
saw in New York was of a stat¬ 
uesque woman walking down 
67th Street totally naked and proud. Everyone 
cheered, at which point she squatted, placed 
another woman on her shoulders and continued 
down the street to Central Park. They looked 
exquisite. 

A woman once told a P-FLAG parent that she 
was uncomfortable with “all the gays on Castro 
Street.” 

“Go there more!” the parent advised. 

So I offer you this suggestion. Go back next 
year. When you see a swinging penis or an 
exposed breast, examine your own discomfort. 
Then take off your sweater. ▼

Fair-Minded? 

I’m responding to a June 30 letter entitled 
“Homophobia at San Diego State.’’ That letter 
related an incident where the president of the uni¬ 
versity had rejected a senate resolution recom¬ 
mending that employee benefits be extended to 
gay and lesbian partners of SDSU employees. 
Following his veto, president Thomas B. Day sent 
all members of the university senate two articles 
which were blatantly anti-gay. The letter writer 
construed this action as gay bashing and abuse of 
power. 

I was outraged by this apparent attempt by a 
president to influence his senate with anti-gay hate 
literature. Like others, I assumed by sending the 
articles, he shared their opinions. I immediately 
sent the president a letter expressing my anger. He 
responded to me, and we have exchanged several 
letters since then. I’m as quick as anyone else to 
criticize instances of homophobia. However, after 
reading all the material from President Day, I have 
to conclude that his intent was not to be homopho¬ 
bic, but rather to promote debate on the issue of 
domestic partners. 

First, unless the president vetoes a senate 
action, it automatically becomes a university posi¬ 
tion. President Day feels that benefits for domestic 
partners is best left to policy discussion at the 
trustee level and to negotiations with unions. 
Second, he makes it very clear that the articles he 
sent weren’t his personal opinions. In fact, he 
refuses to give his opinion on homosexuality at all, 
except to say he thinks it’s a choice up to each indi¬ 
vidual. Third, he felt if the senate wanted to dis¬ 
cuss such a matter, it should consider both sides of 
the argument. He’s a big supporter of debate, and 
feels that we learn more from listening to those 
with whom we disagree than from listening to 
those who share our point of view. When the 
domestic partners issue was voted upon, apparent¬ 
ly there was almost no debate in the senate, nor any 
consideration of the opposing viewpoint. President 
Day wanted to stimulate the senate to consider all 
sides of the issue so that the records of the senate 
meeting would include both points of view. He 
even states that if there had been debate in the sen¬ 
ate, he wouldn’t have sent the articles at all. In fair¬ 
ness, I don’t think we can interpret these actions as 
truly homophobic.

It would mean that when gutter Chris¬ 
tians spew malice toward gay people from their 
pulpits, this is actually just infighting within the 
gay community. It would mean that Jesse Helms’s 
anti-queer agenda is designed to punish himself for 
his lustful feelings toward men. 

What a bunch of crap! If we applied the same 
reasoning to groups other than homosexuals, then 
we might theorize that white supremacists are real¬ 
ly Afro-Americans who mistakenly believe they 
are white people, or that Louis Farrakhan is a 
Euro-American tiying to pass for black, or that 
Anti-Semites are typically ciypto-Jews ashamed of 
their heritage. Only a nut would believe such non¬ 
sense. The theory that homophobes are repressed 
homosexuals is equally nutty. 

No doubt there have been rare cases of 
deranged people who joined their own oppressors;

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Responsible Scenester 

This letter is my response to Irwin Kane’s com¬ 
ments about Tala Brandies in your August 11th 
issue. The arguments over Tala’s actions at 
Stonewall 25 and at the ‘93 March On Washington 
as points in particular, and over the public behav¬ 
ior of leatherfolk in general, strike me as very sim¬ 
ilar to the arguments raised over the actions of a 
few irresponsible individuals in the gay and les¬ 
bian community. Those individuals, like Tala, put 
their sexuality over and above their responsibilities 
to their community. They are wrong to do that to 
the gay and lesbian community and Tala is wrong 
to do that to leatherfolk. 

This issue is not about attacking Tala for being 
a “strong, out-there dyke.’’ Nor is it about assimi¬ 
lation or learning lessons in self-acceptance. It is 
about responsibility and acceptable public behav¬ 
ior. 

The way gays and lesbians have sex is what sets 
them apart from the straight world. As leatherfolk, 
S/M is our sex, it is our fucking, and it is what sets 
us apart from that world as well. The gay and les¬ 
bian community has not advanced its cause as far 
as it has by fucldng in the streets. The leather com¬ 
munity has not and will not advance its cause by 
fucking in the streets either. 

We already celebrate our pride in our S/M by 
displaying ourselves in public, by carrying signs 
telling the world what we do, by being ourselves in 
public, and by being “out-there” - whatever that 
means. We don’t celebrate it by having scenes in 
public. That is exactly what Tala did in DC and in 
New York. She was fucking in the streets, she was 
having a scene in public in the Pride March. She 
was wrong. 

I am not saying that Tala should not have any 
more scenes, that she should not be free to carry 
her whips in public, should not be free to wear her 
leathers in public, nor that she should stop being 
with leatherfolk in public. That is not the issue. 
What she does in private is her business. She 
should be free to show her leather pride to anyone 
she pleases. However, just as there is a big differ¬ 
ence between showing your gay pride by wearing 
a g-string in a pride march, versus fucking on the 
street in that march, there is also a big difference 
between marching with the leather contingent and 
having a public scene on the street in that march. 
When Tala steps out in public she should be held 
to the same standard of public behavior that the 
rest of us are. at pride parades and at pride rallies 
anyone having sex in public would be asked to 
leave - if not arrested, that is the only thing to do 
with irresponsible individuals, and that is what 
should have been done with Tala. 

Finally, Mr. Kane owes “a certain ‘Guy’ from 
L.A.” an apology for not being honest and direct 
enough to use his real name when trying to insult 
him.

A Frank Talk in Marin 


R epresentative Barney Frank, one of 
only two openly gay members of 
Congress, was in San Francisco last 
weekend to visit old political friends 
in our community, shore up some 
political support for himself among Bay Area gays 
and lesbians, and appear at a campaign rally for 
Marin Congresswoman Lynn Woolsey, a strong 
supporter of gay rights who is up for re-election in 
November. 

Frank, speaking to the Triangle Alliance of 
Marin, a newly formed political organization for 
gay and lesbian rights, told the group and other 
supporters of Woolsey that our community could 
take a lesson from members of the powerful 
National Rifle Association and the American 
Association of Retired Persons (AARP), noting 
that marches, demonstrations, and “political the¬ 
atre” might satisfy participants’ desire for self- 
expression, but they certainly don’t change many 
votes in Congress. 

“We want to change American policy in regards 
to AIDS,” Frank said. “Sometimes people try to 
affect that policy by staging die-ins. Let me tell 
you, I don’t think die-ins are really very effective. 
If they were, perhaps the AARP would have them, 
and the NRA could have a shoot-in.” 

Pointing out that, in his opinion, the March on 
Washington in 1993 in support of an end to the ban 
on gays in the military didn’t change many votes, 
Frank declared that if gays and lesbians really want 
to affect public policy, they must take more con-

-^- ing their elect¬ 
ed representatives. “Just because you’re angry 
doesn’t mean you can’t be smart as well,” Frank 
told the mostly gay and lesbian audience. 

Congressman Frank must be doing something 
right and clearly must know what he is talking 
about as pertains to gays and lesbians lobbying in 
Washington. While he has been targeted by conser¬ 
vative, well-financed, anti-gay Republicans in past 
elections, the outspoken congressman is virtually 
assured of re-election this November because the 
GOP has apparently given up on defeating him. 
The Republicans didn’t even bother to put up a 
candidate against him in his suburban Boston dis¬ 
trict. 

Woolsey, a former Petaluma councilperson 
completing her first term in the House, is being tar¬ 
geted by GOP operatives in California. Woolsey, 
stressing her longtime support for the rights of 
homosexuals, spoke emotionally at her campaign 
rally about her young son Michael’s pronounce¬ 
ment a few years ago that he is gay. Michael is a 
resident of San Francisco and has become one of 
our community’s more respected activists. 
Exhorting members of our community to “get even 
more involved in the fight,” the representative told 
the Friday night rally that “gays and lesbians 
throughout the country are under attack from the 
radical right, and when you’re under attack, you’ve 
got to mobilize at the grassroots level.” 

Congresswoman Woolsey needs all the help our 
community can give her to get re-elected. She is a 
solid vote for our rights in D.C. Her campaign 
office can be reached at (707) 795-1462 or 
Woolsey for Congress, P.O. Box 750176, 
Petaluma, CA 94975.

weeks ago. President Clinton’s win last week on 
the crime bill gives him a much needed lift in the 
public approval game. California Senator Dianne 
Feinstein, an early supporter of the bill who fought 
hard to keep the ban against semiautomatic 
weapons in, was also hailed as a big winner by 
Washington pundits. 

Conversely, the presidential fortunes of GOP 
hopeful Bob Dole, the Senate leader who failed to 
keep his troops together, fell as the 73-year-old 
conservative bitterly attacked the passage of the 
bill. Some Washington political analysts were 
already calling Dole “out of the ’96 thing” for fail¬ 
ing to block the legislation that the National Rifle 
Association, a big financial supporter of Dole’s, 
lobbied so hard against. 

On the other side of the aisle, perennial candi- 
date-for-just-about-anything Jesse Jackson was 
busily attacking President Clinton to anyone who 
would listen last week and suggesting that he 
would likely challenge him in 1996. Jackson prob¬ 
ably won’t like to see these numbers, but a USA 
Today/CNN/Gallup Poll released this week shows 
African-Americans giving Bill Clinton a 71-per¬ 
cent approval rating. 

A ten-year commemorative screening of the 
Academy Award-winning film The Times of 
Harvey Milk will be held September 22. The 
reception’s at 7 p.m.; screening at 8 p.m., with pro¬ 
ducer/director Rob Epstein as well as many who 
appeared in the film in attendance at the Herbst 
Theatre, 401 Van Ness Avenue. All proceeds ($50 
donation asked) will go to support the Tom 
Ammiano for Supervisor campaign - it’s a chance 
to see the film again and support a good supe can¬ 
didate at the same time. Call 392-4400 for more 
information. I’ll see you there. 

They didn’t think so two months ago, but even 
some GOP strategists are now privately predicting 
that Kathleen Brown will beat Pete Wilson “in a 
close one.” 

Dianne Feinstein should have an easier race 
with transplanted Texas millionaire Michael 
Huffington. Too many people are getting turned off 
by Huff’s blatant attempt to buy a seat. Rumor has 
it that Los Angeles Republican Mayor Richard 
Riordan (who is reportedly more popular in that 
heavily Democratic city than when he was elected) 
is set to endorse Feinstein for re-election. 

Incidentally, I was at SFO when Feinstein land-

Memoirs of a Dyke in the Holy Land

I 


srael. The Holy Land. 
My homeland, as a Jew. 
The Palestinian home¬ 
land. A new and ancient 
nation, still trapped in 
knotty conflict. A land that is in 
some ways a theocracy, yet has 
a national law banning discrim¬ 
ination against gay people - 
something we in the U.S. are 
very far from achieving. 

I visited Israel for the first 
time this year, to attend a con¬ 
ference sponsored by the 
Society for the Preservation of 
Personal Rights (SPPR), the 
national gay organization, and 
to perform my solo plays. What 
follows are a few of my own 
very limited, partial and biased 
observations of gay life in the 
Holy Land. I happened to be 
there at a particularly eventful 
moment. 

In honor of the 25th anniver¬ 
sary of the Stonewall uprising, 
SPPR had planned a memorial 
service for gay victims of the 
Holocaust, to take place at Yad 
Vashem, the Holocaust memor¬ 
ial museum. I entered the 
memorial hall at Yad Vashem 
on that hot afternoon with trep¬ 
idation. It is a heavy, gloomy 
building with no windows. 
Inside, the shallow and wide pit 
where the ceremonies take 
place is surrounded on two 
sides by a balcony for the wor¬ 
shipper/observers. 

About 200 Jewish queers - 
Israelis and people who came 
from all over the world to Israel 
for the conference - were gath¬ 
ered on the balcony that day.

Near the doorway stood a small 
knot of ultra-Orthodox Jews, 
known as Haredis, men and

women, who presumably were 
there to disrupt our memorial 
service. And in the pit, along 
with six gay men and women

dressed in their best, ready to 
lead the service, was a horde of 
journalists with cameras and 
camcorders and microphones to 
record what they hoped would 
be a sensational event. 

The service began with the 
Kaddish, the Jewish prayer of 
mourning. The rhythm of the 
ancient Hebrew, familiar from 
my childhood yet incompre¬ 
hensible to me, seemed right 
for this painful ritual. Not only 
were an unknown number of 
closeted gays and lesbians 
killed because they were Jews, 
but gay men were specifically 
targeted by the Nazis. In fact, 
after being briefly liberated at 
the end of the war, they were 
put back in prison by the 
Allies, who decided that part of 
the Nazi law code wasn’t so 
awful. 

Yes, we had a lot to mourn. 
We had a right to mourn. But 
how could we mourn when we 
waited with bated breath to be 
disrupted by the middle-aged 
men in black suits and white 
shirts standing near the door? 
Israeli television hadn’t come 
to see well-mannered, civilized 
queers weep over their martyrs. 
They expected something juici¬ 
er. And they weren’t disap¬ 
pointed. 

Pearls of hate 

A Haredi jumped down into 
the pit screaming in Hebrew, 
‘They’re desecrating the holy 
names! Blasphemy, blasphe¬ 
my!” He charged through the 
group of SPPR folks, scattering 
them momentarily. The excited 
journalists swarmed after him 
like a school of piranha, flash¬ 
bulbs popping. They smelled 
blood. I could almost see them 
salivating. 

The shaken leaders contin¬ 
ued praying, singing. But who 
could hear them over the 
screams of this nut? “You have 
AIDS! You deserve to die!” 
Pop, pop went the flashbulbs. A 
microphone was shoved in the 
Haredi’s face to catch every 
pearl of hate that fell from his 
lips. The queers continued 
praying. Why weren’t the peo¬ 
ple from Yad Vashem doing 
something to stop this disrup¬ 
tion? 

Slowly, slowly two guards 


approached. Slowly, gently, 
carefully, they pulled the 
Haredi away from the praying 
queers and respectfully guided 
him out. 

For a few peaceful moments, 
the cantor’s powerful voice 
soared in exalted melody. 
Another Haredi jumped into the 
pit, ran directly at the cantor, 
knocking the prayer book out of 
his hands. The cantor’s voice 
soared still, but not louder than 
the screaming Haredi’s. When 
the guards came - again so 
slowly - to take him away, he 
fell down, faking a heart attack. 

Now I really could see the 
drool run down the reporters’ 
chins as they crowded around 
the theatrically twitching man. 
He was so traumatized by gay 
Jews mourning their dead that 
he was about to expire himself! 
The guards brought him water, 
comforted him. I heard later 
that he was a notorious profes¬ 
sional protester, paid by the 
ultra-Orthodox to disrupt 
events, even sent outside of 
Israel for that purpose. 

In the tradition of nonvio¬ 
lence, the SPPR leaders, though 
visibly upset, continued on, as 
if nothing were happening. On 
the balcony, I asked my neigh¬ 
bor, “Why are we sitting here 
so passively? Why don’t we 
jump into the pit and form a cir¬ 
cle around the service - protect 
them, yell and scream back?” 
Something, anything rather 
than just standing there while 
the press devoured a great story 
and the obviously homophobic 
guards did their jobs as slowly 
as possible. “No, no,” I was 
counseled, “That would make 
things even worse.” 

I subsided, frustrated, won¬ 
dering if I had the right in 
someone else’s country to initi¬ 
ate something, scared to do 
anything. 

Courageous queer 

Now, while the second man 
continued to twitch and moan, a 
third and a fourth jumped down 
screaming. The scene was total 
chaos. But somehow a coura¬ 
geous little memorial service 
persisted in the middle of it all. 
Why were we so polite and nice 
when they were so barbaric? 
How could we, in this place of 
all places, allow ourselves to be 
bullied by our oppressors and 
not respond with anger? 

At that moment, someone on 
the balcony started to sing 
along with the service louder 
and louder. He was sobbing and 
screaming out the Kaddish at 
the top of his lungs, his face 
contorted with fury, his eyes 
blazing, overwhelming even the 
Haredi below. The press turned 
and rushed en masse to the bal¬ 
cony, shone their lights up and 
popped their bulbs in the face 
of this gay man from England. 
Thank goodness, I thought. If 
this is going to be a media spec¬ 
tacle, at least let the image of an 
angry queer be a part of it. 

And then, mercifully, it was 
over. The SPPR leaders had 
made it to the end of their 
planned service, and we could 
leave this hulking, doom-filled 
chamber. I felt none of the 
catharsis of mourning - only 
bitterness and pain from this 
new, fresh violation, this denial 
of our right even to remember 
our dead. 

There were fierce debates on 
talk shows about the incident. 
Some people felt it was a scan¬ 
dal that we had not been 
allowed to peacefully perform

A Message in 
Bjorn Borg’s Underwear

To commemorate the Swedish Riksdag’s (parliament’s) deci¬ 
sion to legalize lesbian and gay marriages, the Bjorn Borg 
Underwear Company took out a two-page print advertisement in 
the Stockholm daily newspaper Svensha Dagbladet, The ad pic¬ 
tured two loaves of bread baked in the image of large penises, 
leaning against each other.

Noting that his customers included gay men and lesbians, 
Anders Amgorger, CEO of Bjorn Borg Underwear, stated: “This 
is a way of directing our advertising campaign toward a segment 
of our circle of customers. If our advertising campaign has con¬ 
tributed to making homosexuals feel strengthened and supported, 
we are happy.”

A Commercial Venture 

According to Alliance for Progress (AFP), the Dallas-based 
nonprofit organization has filmed “the nation’s first gay rights 
television commercial.” An AFP press release says the new spot 
will “pointedly show that the lesbigay community shares the 
same values of family, religion, patriotism, and economic success 
as the heterosexual community ” 

Entitled Sunday Morning, the spot is intended to depict the 
daily lives of lesbians, gays and bisexuals through a chronologi¬ 
cal series of vignettes. According to AFP co-founder Christopher 
Parman, “It’s important that the lesbigay community educates 
parents, grandparents, friends, coworkers, and neighbors to the 
fact that the majority of lesbians and gays live normal everyday 
lives, except with same-gender partners. The most cost-effective 
way to inform them is through 30-second television commercials 
aired into their homes.” 

Of course, the AFP strategy is built upon a contestable 
premise. Many “lesbigays” would assert basic differences - 
rather than essential similarities ~ when it comes to such values 
as “economic success” or “patriotism;” for some queeire, identi¬ 
fying with mainstream values is not a prerequisite to liberation. 
On the other hand, it’s probable that heterosexual voters will be 
less likely to pass hate legislation if they can see something of 
themselves in the lesbian and gay communities. 

AFP intends to broadcast the new commercial in political “hoi 
spots,” where lesbian, gay and bisexual civil rights are under direct 
attack, and the group is seeking financial support to expand the 
effort and its impact.

MediCal Changes the Rules 

Femr Prescriptions, More Bureaucrats 

by Kent Brandley 


MediCal, in an effort to tighten up on cost con¬ 
trol, will soon make significant changes in pre¬ 
scription rules - and some health advocates fear 
that further bureaucratic red tape may work to the 
detriment of people seriously ill with AIDS. 

Ed Miller, a patient advocate who works at 
Castro Village Pharmacy, termed the pending 
changes “a really big deal.” 

When the new regula¬ 
tions go into effect, he said, 
the state will begin limiting 
people who receive 
MediCal to six prescriptions 
per month. Any prescription 
after the first six will need 
to be approved by MediCal 
using a “treatment autho¬ 
rization request” or TAR. 

Such authorization must 
be approved by a medical 
doctor. 

“It takes time to contact 
doctors,” Miller points out, 
and delays are not helpful to ill people - the very 
people for whom MediCal was created. 

Some people with AIDS take from ten to 20 
different pills or capsules a day, Miller said, and 
yet the limit will be six prescriptions per month 
after October 1. 

Stu Herd, pharmacist at San Francisco General 
Hospital, agrees the impact will be “problemati¬ 
cal.” The new regulations will make it very diffi¬ 
cult, “particularly for patients who are ill enough 
to be on lots of medications.” Herd anticipates a 
lot of delays and “a fair amount of disapproval,” 
and says the new restrictions “will impose a sig¬ 
nificant administrative burden on hospitals and 
physicians.” He said the workload on medical staff 
is already “too busy,” and fears the new plan will 
cause “a lot of extra paper work for everybody. 

“It is a not very logically- or clinically-based 
system,” he told the B.A.R., “but rather, a hurdle 
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thrown up to get people from getting through.” 

The new rules on prescription drugs were veri¬ 
fied by Ken August, a spokesman with the public 
affairs office of the California Department of 
Health Services in Sacramento. 

August confirmed information provided by 
Miller, but explained the Wilson administration’s 
reasoning. 

The MediCal budget for this year alone is 
$16.95 billion, August told 
the BA R. The state esti¬ 
mates it spends more than 
$1 billion annually on out¬ 
patient drugs, and it feels 
compelled to reduce the fig¬ 
ure. 

Some people have abused 
the current system, August 
indicated. “The TAR pro¬ 
vides a way to ensure that 
people are getting the drugs 
they need and not those 
they do not need,” he said. 

With the new rules, 
MediCal will save $14 mil¬ 
lion annually in state general funds and $14 mil¬ 
lion additional in federal matching funds, August 
predicted. However, he admitted, the state would 
now find it necessary to hire 22 additional people 
to deal with the new rules. 

In analyzing budget totals, he said, this cost 
would be offset by the substantial savings that are 
anticipated. 

A state auditor’s review, dated July, 1994 said 
80 percent of TARs were processed within 24 
hours: that is, they were given “approval, denial, 
or referral [requiring more information.] ” 

“It can be a speedy process,” August said. 

Some 111,000 Californians will be affected by 
the new regulations, August estimated. About 
91,000 MediCal recipients currently take between 
six and ten pills per day, and another 20,000 are 
prescribed between ten and 72 medications per 
month, he said. T

including the Tenderloin AIDS 
Resource Center, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
Northern California Grant-mak¬ 
ers AIDS Task Force, EACH 
(Early Advocacy and Care For 
HTV), the Women’s Alcoholism 
Center, and the esteemed 
Institute For Scientific Analysis. 

“He did something that was 
really brave - and in his time, 
unheard of,” said Jorge 
Cortinas, program director of 
the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission. 

“It’s regrettable that the 
process of applying for asylum 
was as lengthy and emotionally 
costly as it proved to be, and 
that he was granted asylum only 
after he was sick and dying.” 

According to Attorney Mark 
Van Der Hout, Da Silva’s asy¬ 
lum case acted as a catalyst to 
change federal INS policy. 

“Previously the INS refused 
to acknowledge that homosex¬ 
uals are a distinct social group 
and therefore eligible to be 
granted asylum if the individ¬ 
ual can prove a well-founded 
fear of persecution on account 
of his sexual orientation,” Van

Der Hout said. 

Da Silva had been raped by 
police in his native Chiapas, 
and suffered repeated harass¬ 
ment, including detentions and 
beatings, because he was a gay 
man. 

The Da Silva decision led 
Attorney General Janet Reno this 
year to order the publication of a 
previous Immigration Appeals 
Board decision ruling, that indi¬ 
viduals who suffered persecution 
because of sexual orientation are 
eligible for asylum. 

Publication of the 1993 
legal decision gave it the force 
of law; the INS and 
Immigration Judges are now 
bound by the rule. 

Prior to the decision, the 
United States had been the 
subject of criticism by national 
and international experts for 
refusing to grant asylum on the 
basis of sexual orientation per¬ 
secution, Van Der Hout said. 

Da Silva, who had been diag¬ 
nosed with HIV in 1991, was 
buried in Los Angeles, where 
his family resided, last week. 

Da Silva requested that con¬ 
tributions in his memory be

Assembly Backs 
Generic Drug Restrictions

SACRAMENTO - California pharmacists 
would have a harder time substituting generic 
drugs for brand names under a measure approved 
Wednesday, August 24 by the state Assembly. 

In a move supporters said would protect con¬ 
sumers, lawmakers backed the bill that would 
tighten the requirements pharmacists use to sub¬ 
stitute a generic drug for a brand name. 

Republican Assemblyman David Knowles said 
new technology has made it more important to 
ensure that such replacements are a close match 
for the original. Without new regulations. 


Knowles said consumers might not get the most 
effective drug for their ailments. 

Critics denounced the measure by Democratic 
Senator Henry Mello as a veiled effort by one drug 
company, Alza Corp., to protect its market share. 

Assemblyman Burt Maigolin, D-Los Angeles, said 
the bill sponsored by Alza Corp. would make it hard¬ 
er for pharmacists to make legitimate substitutions. 

Current California law allows pharmacists to 
substitute generic drugs that are made of the same 
chemicals. The new proposal would require the 
drug to be the “therapeutic equivalent,” a higher 
threshold that would eliminate many substitutions. 

The bill was approved on a vote of 42-27. ▼

approval, have united against 
TAG’S proposal. Project 
Inform, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, the San 
Francisco Community 

Consortium, Mobilization 
Against AIDS, AIDS Treatment 
News, ACT UP Golden Gate, 
and Search Alliance have all 
endorsed a consensus statement 
opposing TAG’S plan. The 
National Association of People 
With AIDS, New York ACT UP 
Treatment and Data, and many 
other groups around the country 
have joined the California pro¬ 
testers, as have leading Bay 
Area AIDS doctors Donald 
Abrams, Marcus Conant, Mark 
Feinberg, Stephen Follansbee, 
Tom Merigan, Paul Volberding, 
and others. 

To find out what the commu¬ 
nity really wants, FDA has 
scheduled a special two-day 
antivirals meeting for 
September 12-13. Most promi¬ 
nent activists will attend, along 
with FDA Commissioner David 
Kessler and drug company rep¬ 
resentatives eager to divine the 
prospects for AIDS drugs. FDA 
AIDS coordinator Donald Pohl 
predicts “it may well turn out to 
be the most important FDA 
AIDS meeting since the 1980s.” 

Research bill: 
$3,000,000,000 

The stakes for the drug com¬ 
panies are enormous. The 
industry has invested over $3 
billion in AIDS research, yet 
only Burroughs-Wellcome 
shows a profit. Mighty Merck 
has invested half a billion; yet 
its first sales are at least three 
years away. Many fear that 
TAG’S proposal, which will 
increase the cost of FDA 
approval, may drive smaller 
companies out of AIDS 
research. 

But whatever the financial 
considerations of the compa¬ 
nies, it is people with AIDS 
who have the most to lose, the 
California activists believe. 

How have TAG and FDA 
managed to unify activists, who 
in recent years have been splin¬ 
tered by infighting? 

The rallying point is access. 
For Virg Parks, of ACT UP 
Golden Gate, the issue is sim¬ 
ple: “If a drug can extend the 
lives of my friends,” he says, “I 
want it in their medicine 
chests.” 

Project Inform’s Martin 
Delaney writes in the consensus 
statement, “The widest possible 
access is achieved through 
accelerated approval, [and] 
other methods, such as extend¬ 
ed trial designs and parallel. 


always fully meet the need for 
access. Today’s HIV-infected 
patients must retain the right to 
the earliest possible access to 
any therapies which show rea¬ 
sonable safety and reasonable 
promise of benefit.” 

Ron Baker, editor of BETA, a 
treatment bulletin put out by the 
San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, says TAG’S stand 
may deny people with AIDS a 
treatment that could extend 
their survival and improve the 
quality of their lives. Baker is 
an HIV-positive man who does 
not qualify for Saquinavir trials. 
He wants the drug. 

Other activists charge that 
TAG is representing the com¬ 
munity without first achieving 
consensus. The dispute is about 
TAG’S special access to the 
FDA, they argue. “TAG has lost 
touch with the community’s 
diversity,” says Kaya 
Montocean of the Center for 
Natural and Traditional 
Medicine in Washington, D. C. 
“No one group can speak for 
the whole community.” 

TAG met behind closed 
doors with FDA top brass on 
July 11. Baker, Delaney, James, 
and other California activists, 
including this writer, asked to 
be hooked in by phone: TAG 
balked. Then the Californians, 
joined by New York ACT UP, 
requested their own meeting 
with the FDA, which denied the 
request. 

Michael Onstott of ACT UP 
San Francisco said of FDA 
Commissioner Kessler, “David 
Kessler is abusing his office. He 
has absolutely no right to treat 
TAG as the official representa¬ 
tive of people with AIDS. 
Kessler is politicizing AIDS by 
pushing the Clinton 
Administration’s favoritism 
toward TAG.” 

California AIDS doctors 
who signed the consensus state¬ 
ment focus their censure on 
tag’s large, simple trial pro¬ 
posal. “It’s a dinosaur,” said one 
leading researcher. “It’s impos¬ 
sible for a large, simple trial to 
tell us anything useful in AIDS. 
We need more patient input in 
trial design, but this isn’t the 
way to do it.” A local clinician 
said, “It’s unethical. We’d like 
better data, but not at the price 
of access.” 

Meanwhile, more and more 
desperate PWAs are calling 
AIDS hotlines wanting to know 
how and when they can get a 
protease inhibitor. The demand 
is certain to increase: most 
patients do not qualify for clini¬ 
cal trials and protease inhibitors 
are too expensive to be given 
away on parallel track. 
“Accelerated approval,” said 
one patient, “is the only hope 
for access. Saquinavir already 


shows reasonable safety and 
promises clinical benefit; it 
could be made available within 
six months under accelerated 
approval.” 

The main barrier to access, 
at least to many San Francisco 
AIDS activists, has become 
TAG and the FDA. Their show¬ 
down with TAG and FDA at the 
antivirals meeting in September 
may determine whether thou¬ 
sands of ordinary PWAs get the 
protease inhibitor, and maybe 
whether some of them live or 
die. 

San Francisco activists are 
urging PWAs to weigh in with 
letters faxed to FDA 
Commissioner Kessler at (301) 
402-0763. ▼

Religious Dialogue 

The discussion around these 
drugs has been intense and dra¬ 
matic from the beginning, but 
sometimes, when talking to 
patients, I get the sense that the 
dialogue is becoming unproduc¬ 
tive; it has taken on a religious 
quality. On the one hand you 
find us physicians worshipping 
at the alter of science. We are not 
trained to be great critical 
thinkers, and we tend to pre¬ 
scribe the way the medical jour¬ 
nals and experts direct us. And 
this is how it should be. Who can 
read and make sense out of all 
these studies? I am a physician, 
and by the time I am done wad¬ 
ing through many of these arti¬ 
cles there is smoke coming out 
of my ears. The study names by 
themselves - 019, ACTG, 
CPCRA, etc. - are enough to 
make your head spin, and the 
results are often in conflict with 
each other. We call on statisti¬ 
cians to settle the arguments the 
way my grandfather would have 
assembled Talmudic scholars to 
interpret some arcane point of 
Jewish law. 

Because we want to believe in 
the drugs we prescribe, we tend 
to be suspicious of those less 
excited about them. I have heard 
colleagues dismiss a patient as 
not serious about his disease by 
saying, “He won’t even take 
antivirals.’’ We often reflexively 
write off alternative therapies, 
putting patients into the flake cat¬ 
egory if they are using Eastern 
medicine, herbs, or holistic 
approaches instead of our frame¬ 
work. On the other side we have 
our political community, bless us, 
rather given to dramatic flourish¬ 
es, rather given to histrionics. 
This is a great boon on the cul¬ 
tural front, and certainly on the 
political front; but the value on 
the medical front is not so clear. 
Sometimes we approach medical 
issues with political stances that 
are based more on loyalty and 
anger than reason. 

I have patients who have 
refused even to try antivirals 
because of pressure from peers, 
because, they say, “All my 
friends who have tried them say 
they are awful.’’ And I know 
there are patients who will not 
consider taking the drugs 
because of the drug company 
and government history dis¬ 
cussed above. If you combine 
bitterness, fear, and resentment 
in a setting where new informa¬ 
tion is generated at such a dizzy¬ 
ing pace that nobody can keep up 
with it, where today’s seemingly 
scientific promise is tomorrow’s 
disappointment, where there is 
enough truth circulating to stroke 
your rational brain while the irra¬ 
tional side is constantly stimulat¬ 
ed by emotion: such is a setting 
where ideological thinking sets 
in, where people develop almost 
religious modes of thought but 
usually argue in rational, scien¬ 
tific terms. 

The task at hand is to 
acknowledge why people have 
gut feelings of anger and disap¬ 
pointment, yet try to chart a 
rational course through this 
mess. I am going to try to navi¬ 
gate such a course. I do not have 
any axes to grind. I am not 
beholden to any drug companies. 
I have a healthy skepticism that I 
have always directed toward 
money, power, and pretense. I 
cannot have my friends back. I 
cannot have my patients back. 
But I feel an obligation to pro¬ 
vide the best guidance to patients 
that I can, guidance as rational as 
I can muster at a time when we 
all want to scream. I shall present 
the best case I can for the use of 
antivirals. I shall then present the 
best case against their use. In a 


way I am making public the 
debate between the left and right 
sides of my brain. I shall con¬ 
clude that these drugs are a 
major disappointment, but they 
are not worthless, that persons 
should give them a limited trial 
and continue them or not based 
on a balancing of quality of life 
issues. 

The case for antivirals 

1. They work - not just in the 
test tube, but in real, live people. 
All the laboratory techniques we 
have for measuring virus 
turnover show that antivirals 
work - at least for awhile. 

People with fairly advanced 
disease clearly benefit from AZT. 
The 1987 study that led to the 
licensing of AZT demonstrated 
this. People with AIDS and ARC 
given AZT lived longer and had 
fewer serious infections than 
those given placebo (a dummy 
pill). 

More controversial is the ques¬ 
tion of benefit fiiom AZT in early 
stages of disease. Here the data is 
conflicting. Some studies show 
increased survival. Some show no 
increase in overall survival but 
greater time free of opportunistic 
infection. 

A recent study showed that 
using AZT dramatically 
decreased the transmission of 
HIV from pregnant women to 
their babies. This very clearly 
shows that the drug can signifi¬ 
cantly decrease viral activity. 

We also now know with some 
certainty that people who take 
AZT are less likely to develop 
dementia, one of the most feared 
outcomes of the disease. And we 
presume that ddl, Stavudine 
(d4T), and 3TC would have the 
same effect since they also pene¬ 
trate into the fluid that bathes the 
brain (ddC does not penetrate 
very well). Moreover, persons 
with PML (progressive multifo¬ 
cal leukoencephalopathy), a 
rapidly destructive neurological 
condition, sometimes respond 
dramatically to antivirals. 
However one feels about the 
issue of overall survival and 
antivirals, the evidence for neu¬ 
rological benefit, for the 
decreased incidence of dementia 
by itself, should justify the use of 
antiviral drugs. 

2. It is important that we 
attack the HIV bug, because it is 
the cause of AIDS. Stopping the 
virus from reproducing might not 
“cure” people of all the problems 
associated with the disease, but it 
will at least turn off the motor that 
is driving all the other problems. 
Then we can attack the other 
issues one by one without feeling 
that we are constantly losing 
ground. 

3. Some people have a dramat¬ 
ic response to the dmgs, with ele¬ 
vated T-cells. Usually the eleva¬ 
tion does not last more than six to 
nine months, but six months is 
better than no months when we 
are trying to buy time. And some 
people have a long-lasting reac¬ 
tion to antivirals with sustained 
high T-cells. It is all too unusual, 
but if you do not try the drugs you 
will not find out if you are one of 
the lucky few. We know that T- 
cells do not tell the whole stoty; 
some folks do rather well with 
very few, while some folks get in 
deep trouble while they have 
good numbers. But no one would 
opt for low numbers if they had 
the choice. 

4. The side effects of the 
antivirals can range from tolera¬ 
ble to unbearable. Sometimes 
they may seem as bad as any¬ 
thing the disease can do. But 
many people tolerate the side 
effects rather well with or with¬ 
out help from other medications. 
Moreover, as we develop more 
antivirals to choose from, we can 
select those that are less toxic for 
particular individuals. The night¬ 
mare stories of early, high-dose 
AZT are largely in the past, but 


the community memory of them 
has tainted our view of the pre¬ 
sent. AZT is much less toxic in 
the lower doses we generally use 
now. Most people get over the 
initial illness they feel with the 
drug within three to six weeks. 
With the “d’s” (ddl, d4T, ddC) 
people tend more to suffer 
peripheral nerve discomfort, and 
we worry about pancreatitis, but 
the former is usually manageable 
and the latter is very rare. 
Nobody is claiming these drugs 
are fun, but one must think of 
them in the context of what the 
disease is doing. If one must pay 
some price for slowing the dis¬ 
ease in the form of manageable 
side effects, it is a price well 
worth paying. 

The case 
against antivirals 

1. The drugs work for some 
people, but their positive effect 
has been greatly exaggerated. 
The early ACT study that led to 
approval of AZT had a shaky 
foundation. The press called it a 
great breakthrough, and all of us, 
doctors, activists, and patients 
got swept up in the enthusiasm. 
But the study did not control well 
for prophylaxis for Pneumocystis 
carinii pneumonia (PCP), which 
was the chief killer at the time. In 
other words, it is possible that the 
difference between the AZT tak¬ 
ers and AZT nontakers had noth¬ 
ing to do with the ACT, but was 
due to the fact that those among 
the ACT takers more people were 
taking measures to prevent PCP. 
But the public relations ball was 
rolling, and most subsequent 
studies have mindlessly started 
off with words such as “AZT has 
been shown to decrease oppor¬ 
tunistic infection and prolong 
life,” without reexamining 
whether the claim was justified in 
the first place. This is a common 
problem in scientific literature: 
once someone makes a claim oth¬ 
ers repeat it as if its truth were 
carved in stone, until someone 
goes to the trouble to critically 
examine it. 

Later studies have shown that 
people taking antivirals live bet¬ 
ter whether they are well prophy- 
laxed or not. And a few studies 
have claimed some prolonging 
of life. But at best, we are usual¬ 
ly talking about six to nine 
months. And the very large 
Concorde study suggests that no 
one lives longer because he or 
she takes AZT when T-cell 
counts are still pretty good. 

On the other hand, a recent 
study suggested that people are 
living longer with AIDS than 
they used to, but the reason has 
nothing to do with antivirals: 
people live longer because we do 
a better job preventing and treat¬ 
ing PCP. 

2. It may be important to stop 
the virus. But we do not have a 
drug that can do that. Maybe we 
are wasting precious time and 
money looking for one, and we 
should be looking for ways to 
undo the damage it does to the 
immune system through strate¬ 
gies of immune modulation. Let 
the virus do its thing: we’ll just 
undo them. There is a small but 
significant number of persons 
who do not progress to disease 
after infection, whose T-cells 
remain in pretty much normal 
numbers. Their immune systems 
keep the virus in check, probably 
through chemical messengers. It 
seems that T-suppressor cells 
play a key role in preventing 
viral replication and therefore 
protecting T-helper cells from 
attack. Perhaps it is time for this 
research to move to the forefront 
and to let the elusive search for 
the antiviral take a back seat. 

3. The number of persons 
who have dramatic responses to 
the antivirals are pathetically 
small. Maybe there is another 
explanation for their success. It 
hardly seems to make sense to 
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poison thousands of people with 
toxic drugs on the long shot bet 
that a few will benefit. 

4. Furthermore, the side 
effects of these drugs are not triv¬ 
ial. 

Often patients take them for a 
long time, thinking they are 
doing well. Then they take a brief 
drug holiday, and suddenly 
remember what life was like. The 
only reason they seem to tolerate 
the drug is that they have adapted 
to being a little nauseated, tired, 
and miserable slowly enough for 
them not to recognize what has 
happened to their lives. AZT still 
causes profound anemia in many 
persons, at a time when their 
bone marrow is already under 
attack. Further, the peripheral 
neuropathy from the “D” drugs 
can be practically crippling. If 
you cannot prove that anyone is 
going to live significantly longer, 
why should anyone be made mis¬ 
erable with these medications? 

What’s a mother to do? 

We are waiting for the peni¬ 
cillin of HIV, the drug that will 
obviously work so well that we 
will not need any clinical trials. 
But what should we do now? 
First of all, let’s recognize that 
using these drugs is anything but 
straightforward. Because study 
results are in conflict and so 
many people are wary of the 
drugs, a panel of experts recently 
met in Washington to develop 
guidelines to help doctors pre¬ 
scribe antivirals. These guide¬ 
lines represent a combination of 
scientific data and the “art” of 
using these drugs. The guidelines 
give us a lot of leeway - an indi¬ 
cation of the fact that things are 
still unsettled. 

Assuming that things will get 
more settled, what should we do 
in the meantime? 

1. The neurological benefits 
of antivirals are compelling. 
Dementia is a nightmare. 
Keeping it at bay is reason 
enough to give antivirals a try. 
Some people might argue that 
dementia is often a gentle way to 
die, and patients, at least, are not 
usually miserable or in pain. Life 
is hell for everyone else around 
them, but not for the patient. But 
most people would like to leave 
this plane undiapered and with 
their intelligence reasonably 
intact. And dementia is not 
always gentle: it can be violent 
and as ugly as the screaming 
bitch that might have been trying 
to get out all those years. 

2. The drugs do work for a 
while, but people probably stay 
on the drugs too long, to a point 
where the benefit is gone and the 
side effects remain. There are 
currently very sophisticated labo¬ 
ratory techniques (branched 
chain DNA) that can tell us with 
some precision what is going on 
with the virus. When these tech¬ 
niques of clocking viral activity 
become commercially available 
they might revolutionize the way 
we use the drugs. We will be able 
to tell within weeks if a drug is 
no longer working and switch to 
another drug, to combination 


therapy, or maybe to no drug at 
all. We will not keep people on 
potentially toxic medicines that 
are not doing any good. 

3. It is important to stop the 
virus, but not to the exclusion of 
other strategies. If we stopped the 
virus from replicating, the 
immune system, in many cases, 
would remain weakened from the 
damage already done, including 
some self-destruction of the sys¬ 
tem that was triggered by the 
virus. Nonetheless, the bug has 
other tricks. And just because we 
might have to concede it some 
ground does not mean that we 
can afford to leave it alone to 
wreak havoc by other means. If 
we can do it, we should turn off 
the motor that is generating so 
much damage. 

We are now paying more 
attention to other strategies like 
immune modulation, and maybe 
we should further encourage this 
trend. Perhaps the secret to suc¬ 
cess does lie in the means by 
which long term survivors keep 
the virus in check. 

I am glad the HlV-does-not- 
cause-AIDS school of thought 
exists; well, sort of. It makes sci¬ 
entists look twice at their own 
work and at easy conclusions. 
However, it is time to give up the 
point of view as serious. The HIV 
causes AIDS. If you live a trashy 
life that turns your body into a 
walking petri dish, you might get 
sick, but if you are not HIV posi¬ 
tive, you will not get AIDS. On 
the other hand, you can lead the 
life of a saint, get infected with 
the virus, and die of AIDS. We 
have all had friends who fall in 
this category. There are a few 
mystery immunodeficient cases 
around, but hardly enough to 
shake this very clear reality. 
Skepticism is always warranted, 
but I’m afraid that the HlV-is- 
irrelevant school has become 
something of a religious cult. 

Quality of life 

4. So in this big picture, what 
role should antivirals play? 
Nobody has shown that these 
drugs significantly prolong life in 
enough people to warrant their 
widespread use for that reason 
alone. On the other hand one can 
reasonably claim that people who 
take the drugs and tolerate them 
live better for a longer period of 
time. On the timeline below, 
most people will be dead by point 
X, but there is a difference in how 
they get there. Those who toler¬ 
ate the drugs enjoy a longer peri¬ 
od of productive, healthy life 
before they enter a phase of 
severe illness. Those with no 
drugs tend to enter the illness 
phase sooner.

So what are we looking at 
here? We are looking at quality of 
life. The best claim antivirals can 
make is that they might buy 
quality time. And if this is the 
case, then the debate over 
whether or not they should be 


used should be couched in these 
terms. The operative question 
should be; how do you feel? 

If the drugs make you feel 
lousy you are buying lousy time, 
not quality time, so make your 
decision with that in mind. If you 
feel okay on the drugs you may 
be buying a longer period of feel¬ 
ing good, so stay on them. 

I realize this sounds simplis¬ 
tic, but as simple as the concept is 
it is a hard one to put into opera¬ 
tion for a lot of people. 

Cycles of despair 

HIV and AIDS are putting us 
through cycles of promise, hope 
and disappointment. Each time 
we go through the cycle the 
swings get a little worse, and then 
we get more cynical. We are 
almost a decade into this plague. 
We are still watching our friends 
drop around us while drug firms 
get rich, even though their antivi¬ 
ral products do not live up to their 
promise. 

Let’s tone down this scream¬ 
ing and name-calling at each 
other. There are more appropriate 
targets. You may be tempted to 
refuse these drugs because of 
who manufactured them. Don’t. 
It is easy to turn your back on sci¬ 
ence and medicine. Don’t. 
Whatever their motivation, some 
of the greatest minds of our gen¬ 
eration are working on this dis¬ 
ease. They need to be reminded 
regularly about what is at stake 
here, but they are on our side. 
Keep religious matters between 
you and your priestess. Do what¬ 
ever alternative healing feels 
right, but let science guide your 
medical care. Science is on our 
side; it will master HIV. In the 
meantime, give vent to your feel¬ 
ings, but give reign to your rea¬ 
son. T

our service; some felt it was a 
scandal that we had been 
allowed in Yad Vashem at all. 
Most seemed to feel that what 
the Haredi did was wrong, but 
we had brought it on ourselves 
by provoking them. 

“Why are you gay people 
always shouting, drawing atten¬ 
tion to yourselves?” an Israeli 
asked me later. Another woman 
I met asked why we had to have 
our own separate service, why 
we weren’t satisfied to be 
included with everyone else in 
the annual big ceremony at Yad 
Vashem, The answer was that 
the board of Yad Vashem would 
not allow SPPR to participate 
in the national day of mourning. 

The telegenic scandal made 
it onto all the news programs 
that night. 1 sat with my cousin 
Sam and saw myself in the 
group of bewildered people on 
the balcony. I had only been in 
the country for two days, and I 
was already on television! I’d 
heard that Israel was exciting, 
but I’d never imagined this. T

Second-Class Spousehood

T he Incredible 

Shrinking Health 
Care plan appears to 
be dead in the water. 
A year ago it was 
trumpeted as “universal cover¬ 
age,” but since then it has been 
whittled away. 

When the first compromise, 
to provide coverage to 99 per¬ 
cent of the population, was 
mooted, I knew even then that I 
(and every other PWA) would 
very likely be part of that uncov¬ 
ered one percent. The odds of 
this went up as the percentage of 
coverage went down in subse¬ 
quent “compromises” to 95 or 
90 or even 85 percent, depend¬ 
ing on whose “compromise” 
you consider. Now Congress has 
decided to just drop the whole 
thing for a while. 

They feel they can delay on 
this one because they’re so 
proud of passing the horrific 
crime bill, thirty billion dollars 
for more cops and prisons. It 
used to be that the U.S. was the 
second-worst police state in the 
world, surpassed only by South 
Africa in the percentage of its 
population behind bars. But the 
end of apartheid emptied South 
African prisons (and their con¬ 
stitution bans anti-gay discrimi¬ 
nation, something you’ll never 
see in ours), so America must be 
number one now. 

(I wonder what you could do 
about AIDS with a budget like 
that? There isn’t much point in 
speculating on it because it will 
never happen.) 

The absence of universal 
health care would be less trou¬ 
blesome for queers if we were 
allowed to get married and get 
benefits that way, through a 
spouse. Despite some favorable 
legal challenges currently per¬ 
colating in Hawaii, it will be 
some time before gays and les¬ 
bians can get legally married. 

There are some attempts to 
legislate “domestic partnership” 
laws, like the bill just passed by 
the state Senate, but these rather 
explicitly exclude the possibility 
of extended health care cover¬ 
age or anything else that could 
conceivably cost anybody any 
money. The pending California 
bill would allow hospital visita¬ 
tion and slightly expand inheri¬ 
tance rights, which is a long way 
short of the benefits of marriage. 

If this bill becomes law - it 
awaits Governor Pete Wilson’s 
signature - it will be entirely 
because of the clever strategy 
pursued by the LIFE Lobby, 
who sought and won over main¬ 
stream allies with common 
interests, for example, senior 
citizens and retired people. 

But even so Wilson pretty 
much has to veto it. He’s run¬ 
ning for president in ’96, and if 
he wins re-election as governor 
(still a big if, I grant you), he’s 
got at least a 50-50 shot against 
Clinton. This, however, requires 
compromise with the funda¬ 
mentalist right, which has taken 
over a number of Republican 
state committees, and they will 
howl if he passes legislation that 
benefits gays, even if it does so 
only incidentally. 

Major relief 

Despite our government’s 
disinterest in providing either 
universal health care or gay 
marriage rights, you can still 
occasionally get domestic part¬ 
ner benefits from those employ¬ 
ers who voluntarily choose to

provide them. Not long ago the 
computer manufacturer Apple 
Inc. faced down a challenge 
from a bunch of Texas bubbas 
who wanted to withhold tax 
breaks from the company 
because they recognized domes¬ 
tic partnerships. The bubbas 
backed down after Apple threat¬ 
ened to take their business else¬ 
where. 

It was a major relief for me 
and my partner when he could 
finally add me to his company 
health plan. There was no other 
way - short of universal cover¬ 
age - that a PWA was going to 
get health insurance. There 
aren’t that many employers who 
provide such benefits, so I feel it 
behooves us queers to take 
advantage of them wherever we 
can. 

It was with this philosophy 
in mind that I encouraged my 
friend Jill to sign her (currently 
uninsured) partner Libby up for 
“domestic partner” health care 
benefits. Jill works for a small 
gay agency controlled by a 
Very Large Hospital, and the 
wages are so laughable - “gay” 
jobs tend to pay about half of

what comparable positions in 
straight agencies do - that 
perks like insurance are one of 
the major incentives. She 
explained why she was reluc¬ 
tant to pursue such second- 
class spousal benefits. 

First of all, at this workplace, 
you can only sign up domestic 
partners for benefits during 
“open enrollment” month, 
which is November in most 
places. “If you get married or 
have a kid, they get coverage 
instantly. But a ‘domestic part¬ 
ner’ has to wait for November,” 
Jill pointed out. All the more 
reason, I figured, to jump 
through this narrow window of 
opportunity when you can. 

The lesbian tax 

But wait; there’s more. It’s 
true her employer would have to 
pick up the tab for Libby’s 
insurance, which nowadays runs 
at about two hundred bucks a 
month, but Jill would have to 
pay taxes on those benefits, as 
though she had earned the 
equivalent cash. 

This tacky maneuver applies 
only to domestic partner bene¬ 
fits; legally married spouses get 
their health coverage tax-free. 
Essentially, Jill will be taxed 
because she’s a lesbian and 
because her relationship with 
Libby is only marginally recog¬ 
nized by the state. 

Finally, reflecting the same 
bias, getting recognized as 
domestic partners requires a raft 
of paperwork. Where heterosex¬ 
ual spouses need only show a 
marriage license, queers have to 
demonstrate that they have been 
living together and sharing 
finances for several years. This 
isn’t too hard to comply with, 
but it does mean that het rela¬ 
tionships are recognized from 
the word “go,” while queer ones 
have to endure many years 
before they’re granted even sec¬ 
ond-class status. And it’s one 
more barrier put in our path, one 
more way to push that window 
of opportunity a little bit further 
closed, like the limited enroll¬ 
ment period or the extra taxes. 

In the face of all these quali¬ 
fications, limits, surcharges and 


hassles, my case seemed hope¬ 
lessly bogged down until I 
played my trump. “It may be a 
hassle, and it may cost you sixty 
dollars a month,” I said (actual¬ 
ly, another friend says it’s real 
easy to avoid paying the tax on 
partner’s benefits, but for the 
sake of argument, let’s assume 
that we’re all good boys and 
girls who play by the rules), 
“but you have to admit that it 
will cost your boss an extra two 
hundred dollars a month, which 
he wouldn’t have to spend on 
you otherwise.” 

This is an argument that I 
knew would appeal to any 
employee of that Very Large 
Hospital. I know many of its 
employees, many more of its ex¬ 
employees, and have in the past 
worked there myself Workers at 
this VLH fall into three cate¬ 
gories: the horribly overworked 


and burned out, those on Prozac, 
and those still sane but anxious 
to leave. Soaking the boss for an 
additional twenty-four hundred 
bucks a year would help even 
the score. 

Jill is still thinking about it. 
In any event, there’s nothing she 
can do until November. 

In November, too, comes 
another opportunity for health 
care. If Proposition 186 passes, 
we could have “single payer” 
coverage in the state of 
California. After all, they didn’t 
get single payer insurance in 
Canada overnight; first one 
province got it, and after the 
others saw what a hot deal it 
was, they demanded it every¬ 
where else. If sanity and univer¬ 
sal health coverage are ever 
going to come to the United 
States, it will have to come out 
of California. ▼

Don't Panic! 
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Treacherous Gays Populate ‘The Conformist’ 
and ‘Killing Zoe’ — But Is Either Film Defamatory? 


A Fall ’94 Preview—of Sorts 


Just who is Matt Fielding? 


by Alan Frutkin 


S eems like every time gays take a step for¬ 
ward on TV, the networks make us take 
two steps backward. Just look at last 
spring, a confounding season in which the 
powers-that-be kept getting their signals 
crossed. For every queer on-screen kiss we saw 
(Tales of the City, Roseanne), there was a non-kiss 
(Melrose Place, Northern Exposure). In effect, 
we’re being handed a mixed message that leaves 
the future of gay and lesbian characters on televi¬ 
sion up in the air. 

Will the networks continue to shrink from con¬ 
troversy, bow to the whims of sponsors and an 
increasingly conservative viewership? Will queers 
be forever relegated to the role of supporting char¬ 
acters? It certainly looks that way. Ah, but if we 
had our druthers, all that would change. Here’s a 
look at some popular network shows and the sug¬ 
gestions we’d make to their creators about how to 
keep them queer-friendly. 


Melrose Place 

By far, the television show with the most disap¬ 
pointing gay character. And not just because of last 
season’s chicken-shit tryst. Who is Matt Fielding 
anyway? He has no gay friends. He says nothing 
even remotely gay. My God, if it weren’t for the 
script, which tells us he’s gay, we could easily mis¬ 
take him for just another straight white male.

Repressed Homosexual 

Bernardo Bertolucci’s 
adaptation of Alberto 
Moravia’s novel II 

Conformista was widely and 
deservedly praised in 1970 
for its aesthetic achieve¬ 
ments: this may well be one 
of the most visually accom¬ 
plished features ever made, 
and not simply because its 
imagery is so gorgeous. The 
Conformist’s sense of physi¬ 
cal and psychological scale 
(as translated by cinematog¬ 
rapher Vittorio Storaro) is 
awe-inspiring; much more 
than its plot or dialogue, the 
pictures and their trance-like 
flow provide the film’s emo¬ 
tional backbone. 

Bertolucci’s deliberately 
ambiguous, flashback-suf¬ 
fused structure does leave his 
conclusions about sexuality 
open to interpretation, how¬ 
ever. The title character 
(Jean-Louis Trintignant as 
Marcello Clerici) is a 
repressed homosexual whose 
apparent molestation as a 
youth, by his mother’s chauf¬ 
feur, ended with him shooting 
and apparently killing the 


man. (That everything in this 
film is not necessarily what it 
seems is its great allure as an 
artwork.) 

The incident emotionally 
scars Marcello and leaves 
him desperately seeking 
“normalcy,” even though - 
and this is a key point - no 
one is forcing him to do so. 
Marcello, who is at once con¬ 
scious and unconscious of his 
motivations, finds the most, 
in his words, “mediocre” 
woman (Stefania Sandrelli) 
he can and marries her. 

The film’s “present tense” 
is 1938. In his quest to “fit 
in,” Marcello offers his ser¬ 
vices to the Fascist Party, 
which assigns him to assist in 
the murder of his former phi¬ 
losophy professor (Enzo 
Tarascio), now in exile in 
Paris. Marcello takes along 
his wife Guilia - it’s their 
honeymoon - and ingratiates 
himself with the professor, 
whose wife Anna 
(Dominique Sanda), a les¬ 
bian, becomes immediately 
suspicious of Marcello. He in 
turn becomes enamored of 
Anna. Hoping to save her 
(Continued on page 38) 
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and a celluloid lesbian an ice 
pick or scream “faggot” in a 
crowded newspaper and 
you’ll immediately incite a 
swirl of anti-defamation 
activity. When all is said and 
done, though, it may be the 
subtler and more metaphori¬ 
cal slurs - whose very intan¬ 
gibility makes responding to 
them so difficult - that are the 
most troublesome. 

Shadowy gay figures con¬ 
nected to violence and treach¬ 
ery crop up in two current 
releases, the restored version 
of Bernardo Bertolucci’s The 
Conformist (containing 
footage deleted during its ini¬ 
tial U.S. run) and a new 
thriller. Killing Zoe, made by 
Roger Avary, a pal and asso¬ 
ciate of Quentin Tarantino 
(one of the film’s executive 
producers). 

On the surface. The 
Conformist appears to equate 
homosexuality and Fascism, 
a vexing insinuation that 
occurs in many other films. A 
closer examination reveals a 
more complicated perspec¬ 
tive. On the other hand, the 
seemingly hip Zoe dresses up 
a dated straight/gay conflict 
in Eurotrashy clothing.

Rich Jennings of 
Hollywood Supports phones 
with the news that effective 
Oct. 1 ABC will join other TV 
networks and most of the major 
movie studios in providing 
domestic partners insurance 
coverage. Sony Pictures should 
have announced its decision on 
the matter by the time you read 
this. 

Which brings us to the knot¬ 
ty notion of gay media 
activism, which many feel is 
misguided or doesn’t work. 
Hollywood Supports, which 
helps studios deal with sexual 
orientation and AIDS issues in 
the workplace, grew out of 
protests (and more benign 
encounters), particularly those 
surrounding The Silence of the 
Lambs and Basic Instinct. 

The consciousness-raising 
about movie imagery led to dis¬ 
cussions about the real-life cir¬ 
cumstances of mass media cor¬ 
porations’ employees. Progress 
has been so good, Jennings 
says, that the industry is begin¬ 
ning to eclipse high-tech com¬ 
panies in several key areas.

SF’s Smash Hit! 


Diviana Ingravallo’s ‘Thru Our Blood’ 

Belabored Reckonings

W ith all the 
options these 
days, it must be 
difficult for 
artists to resist 
the urge to exploit every avail¬ 
able medium in their work. In 
the case of popular LA-based 
performer Diviana Ingravallo, 


whose Thru Our Blood contin¬ 
ues at Josie’s Cabaret through 
September 4th, that urge has 
resulted in an evening-length 
performance that calls attention 
more to its disjointedness than 
to its ostensible message. 

Ingravallo, who describes 
herself as a “post, post, post¬ 
way post-modernist,” owes a 
debt to a certain “punk” aes¬ 
thetic (demonstrated here by 
the desire to employ many 
media but to master none of 
them). As a result. Thru Our 
Blood betrays a kind of 
impromptu, “let’s-put-on-a- 
show” zeal - we’ll have a 
dance; we’ll show slides; we’ll 
use video; we’ll have real peo¬ 
ple telling their real stories; 
we’ll do a few comedy skits; 
we’ll incorporate recorded 
music; we’ll have acting - and, 
of course, we’ll feature a little 
nudity. 

What we don’t have is a 
through-line. There’s a concept, 
of course, in Thru Our Blood - 
which is to say that there’s a 
theme. But, as is also true of the 
deluge of anthologies being 
foisted on the queer book-buy¬ 
ing public these days, inviting a 
dozen people to attack a subject 
from a dozen different angles 
provides breadth, but it doesn’t 
necessarily provide depth. (I 
should have gotten a clue when 
I read Ingravallo’s description 
of Thru Our Blood in the press 
materials: You have to be wary 
of anyone who uses “collage” 
as a verb). 

Thru Our Blood’s subject is 
“the lives and voices of women 
with AIDS.” But what 


Ingravallo brings to the topic is 
the same “these-are-the- 
human-faces-of-AIDS” 
approach that everyone from 
Newsweek to The Names 
Project has adopted at one time 
or another. Ingravallo incorpo¬ 
rates - somewhat clumsily - 
rough-cut video footage of doc¬ 
umentary interviews she did 
with women with HIV or 
AIDS. It’s not that the women 
in the video segments don’t 
have compelling stories to tell. 
But the by-now-immense body 
of AIDS art hardly seems to 
need one more opportunity to 
announce that people with 
AIDS are just regular folks. 

Organic and Trendy 

More than that. Thru Our 
Blood illustrates the continuing 
Balkanization of the queer per¬ 
forming arts: This is the women 
with AIDS show, and it all 
reeks just a tad of trendiness. 
(Witness the fact that Rebekka 
Armstrong, Thru Our Blood 
performer and former Playboy 
centerfold, recently sold the 
screen rights to her coming- 
out-as-a-lesbian-with-AIDS 
story to Steve Tisch, producer 
of Forrest Gump.) 

The single moment when 
Ingravallo displays some irony 
about herself and her work 
comes at the very beginning of 
the show. Nude - and wreathed 
in strands of real kelp - 
Ingravallo writhes in a fetal 
position upon a wide pedestal. 
A voice-over bellows, “You are 
a"" homosexual drug addict, 
renegade, refugee, olive¬ 
skinned whore.” All at once, the 
lights go up and Julie Tolentino 
and Rebekka Armstrong, 
Ingravallo’s collaborators, drag 
her off the pedestal and insist 
that she get dressed. “Diviana,” 
they say, “it just isn’t working.” 
And Ingravallo replies, with 
delightful self-mockery, “Oh, 
but this is so organic.” 

From then on, however. 
Thru Our Blood maintains a

tone that’s as earnest as a heart 
attack, and the 90 minutes that 
follow are, more or less, chaos. 
It’s a performance mode that 
you either find daring and radi¬ 
cal or one that makes you sorry 
Tristan Tsara was ever born. 
The movement sections that co¬ 
director Tolentino created for 
Thru Our Blood, moreover, add 
absolutely nothing to the show, 
particularly on Josie’s tiny 
stage. (The dancers seem to be 
keeping one eye on the wall to 
make sure they don’t crash.) It’s 
a shame, because Tolentino is a 
real talent; she was, for exam¬ 
ple, outstanding this season in 
David Rousseve’s Urban 
Scenes/Creole Dreams. 

Ironically, the clearest, most 
“inhabited” segment of Thru 
Our Blood is not about women 
with AIDS at all, but is 
Ingravallo’s monologue about 
her late husband, the queer 
artist Tim Beck, who died of 
AIDS in 1992. Ingravallo 
describes, with both immense 
intimacy and an intricate sense 
of the macabre, their quirky, 
lovely relationship. Beck’s ill¬ 
ness, and the “bureaucratic 


hell” that ensued - after his 
death in Italy - when Ingravallo 
and friends tried to arrange for 
his cremation and internment as 
inexpensively as possible. 

In fact, what saves Thru Our 
Blood is Ingravallo’s riveting, 
charming personality. If even 
half of what she says is true, 
she’s had one hell of a life, and 
she’s both tough as nails and 
capable of being funny, vulnera¬ 
ble, and profoundly sentimental. 

As Ingravallo puts it in Thru 
Our Blood, “the AIDS crisis 
forced us to deal with issues 
we’ve been running away from 
forever.” She’s got that right, 
and that’s why art about AIDS 
promises to be the art that 
defines the decade. AIDS art 
documents what is most evil 
and most honorable about 
humans and, despite its faux 
pas and excesses, is the renais¬ 
sance of a genuine connected- 
to-the-people political art. 
Ingravallo’s work shows that 
she’s clear on the fucked cir¬ 
cumstances we live under, but 
that she’s neither paralyzed nor 
bitter. These days, that’s a rare 
combination. T

I’m a Lollapaloser, Baby, So Why Don’t You Kill Me? 

Lollapaioozing In Drag

¥ came, I saw, I wore a dress. 
That about sums up my experi¬ 
ence at this year’s Lollapalooza 
4^ festival at Shoreline 
Amphitheater last weekend. 
According to Perry Farrell, the 
impresario behind the annual summer 
event, Lollapalooza is meant to be “a 
place for weirdoes and freaks, where 
anyone can be themselves.” As a self- 
described queer freak, I decided to put 
Perry’s vision to the test. I dyed my 
hair bright orange, wore some bar¬ 
rettes and eyeliner, and cavorted 
around comfortably in a cute cotton 
dress. I looked like a one-man queer 
outreach program. 

The place was crowded. Both days 
sold out, as seemingly every white 
adolescent in the Bay Area who does¬ 
n’t quite “fit in” was there. As alter¬ 
native music becomes more main¬ 
stream, it seems like one of the great 
ironies of the ’90s is that one has to 
be an outcast to fit in. Besides, it’s so 
trendy to be, as one guy’s T-shirt 
read, “so fucking alternative.” 

Boy in dress 

As it turned out though, being an 
orange-haired boy in a dress is still a 
little too “fucking alternative” for 
some people. Though there were 
knowing looks from a few cute boys, 
and flirty looks from some cool fag 
hags, there were also dirty looks from 
some fairly scary frat-boys who 
seemed a bit unclear on 
Lollapalooza’s free-wheeling ethic. I 


had a secret weapon though, and it 
wasn’t a can of pepper mace. On the 
few occasions when someone was 
unhip enough to spew something 
derogatory I simply replied, “Go 
back to Concord.” Mere association 
with that extremely uncool suburb 
was enough to shut them up. I was 
somewhat astonished, however, when 
two Neanderthals - they probably 
thought I was a cute girl to gang-rape 
- shoved me and said, “Queer!” To 
which I said, “Yeah, whatever.” 

A woman from the near-by first 
aid station rushed to see if I was okay. 
It was a beautiful Kodak moment. 

Music too 

Oh yeah, and some bands played. 
It was, after all, the major selling 
point of Lollapalooza - with an 
emphasis on the word “selling.” Most 
of the bands seemed to recognize that 
they were being shamelessly exploit¬ 
ed in a crass, commercialized mar¬ 
keting event, what with the multitude 
of overpriced food booths and mer¬ 
chandising ploys covering the 
grounds. No one was more aware of 
this than East Bay punk heroes 
Green Day, who seemed intent on 
keeping their “street credibility” 
intact, despite their MTV “Buzz 
Bin”-status. They plowed through 
their set with inspired lunacy, acting 
as though they didn’t give a shit. 
Lead singer Billy Joe jumped out 
into the crowd to hang out with “the 
kids,” passing around a wine bottle 
and sharing a hit of pot. This was just 
before they brought out drag queen 


diva Torment, who sang a medley of 
white trash cover tunes by Ozzy 
Osbourne and Twisted Sister. It was 
beautiful. 

There were other highlights too. 
The female Japanese punk trio 
Shonen Knife did an irony-free 
cover of the Carpenters’ “Top Of 
The World.” The women in L 7 wore 
cardboard placards saying things like 
“Punk For Sale” and “Grunge For 
Rent.” Nick Cave pointed to me a lot. 
Josephine Wiggs, the dyke bassist in 
the Breeders, dedicated the song 
“Hag” to all S.F. Hags. George 
Clinton & the P-Funk All-Stars had 
about 20 people on stage, and didn’t 
perform a set of songs as much as 
indulge in one long jam session. The 
Beastie Boys jumped around a lot 
and then got mellow, or “loose” as 
they called it. And the self-deprecat¬ 
ing Smashing Pumpkins made sure 
they apologized for everything. “You 
can be sure you’ll never see us play in 
an environment like this again,” band 
leader Billy Corgan said.' “It’s not 
very conducive to putting on a good 
rock show, as I’m sure you can tell,” 

It may not have been a very good 
rock show, but it certainly wasn’t bad 
for a day-long musical event. Despite 
the inherent “cringe factor” of the 
whole scene, I still managed to have 
a good time. What can I say? To para¬ 
phrase folk-rocker Beck, “I’m a 
Lollapaloser, baby, so why don’t you 
kill me?” Just don’t queer-bash me 
for wearing a dress at a supposedly 
open-minded, “alternative” event, 
okay? Okay. ▼

’Forever Tango’ 

Terpsichorean 

Titillation

At no time in the sumptuous new dance, music, song extrava¬ 
ganza Forever Tango: The Eternal Dance (at Theatre on the Square) 
does a woman in black lace with a spit curl and an attitude clasp a 
rose between her teeth and clomp about the stage. No, this is a 
classy show, as those who’ve seen its sister shows, such as Tango 
Argentino, know. This is the real thing: the hot, lusty, fever-pitched 
tango in all its decadent, athletic glory. 

The creator/director of Forever Tango, Luis Bravo, has created a 
format to heighten our appreciation of the dance numbers. The 
evening consists of 13 dance numbers performed by six extrava¬ 
gantly talented dancers, eight magnificent musical numbers per¬ 
formed by the 11 -piece orchestra, and six overwrought love songs 
sung by Carlos Morel and Sandra Cabal. It’s a nice mix of elements 
that keeps the audience alert, involved and anticipating the next jolt 
of tango adrenaline. 

The heady joys of the tango are obvious and quite visceral: the 
strength, the skill, the nuance and the sizzling chemistry between the 
partners are all communicated quite directly and clearly to the audi¬ 
ence. You do not have to be a dance enthusiast to appreciate the skill 
and effusive artistry of these dancers. Their work speaks for itself. 
What may not be as obvious is the intoxicating glory of the music 
that accompanies the dancing. The Forever Tango orchestra, under 
the direction of Lisandro Adrover, is superb. With music like this to 
move to it’s no wonder these dancers bum up the dance floor. The 
piano, viola, cello, upright bass, keyboard, four bandoneons (squeeze 
box accordions) and two violins produce rhapsodic accompaniment 
and create more than a few sparks in their featured spots. 

There is no sound quite like that produced by the accordion. On 
first hearing it may conjure stereotypical visions of the Eiffel Tower 
or a sidewalk cafe, but in Forever Tango, accompanied by the plain¬ 
tive sigh of the violin or the percussive roar of the piano, the 
squeeze box is at once celebratory and bright, yet stoically wistful. 
It was wise to feature the orchestra in bandstand setting on stage, for 
musical director Adrover is something to behold as he plays his ban- 
doneon. He flounces, he sways, he caresses his instrument; he’s 
happy, he’s sad, he’s overwhelmed with emotion. His florid playing 
exhibits as much raw passion and energy as the twirling and kick¬ 
ing tango dancers. 

And what dancers! To see these professionals in action is some¬ 
thing to behold. Of the six couples, the most polished and dynamic is

Harlan’s Race 
by Patricia Nell Warren; 
Wildcat Press, $21.95

It’s been 20 years since 
Patricia Nell Warren busted the 
chops of macho American ath¬ 
letes with her novel, The Front 
Runner. Warren’s tale of love 
between an Olympic runner, 
Billy Sive, and his coach Harlan 
Brown opened the closet door 
for queer athletes. But by the 
end of The Front Runner, Billy 
Sive was assassinated on the 
track at the Montreal Olympics, 
his lover Harlan was bereft, and 
his lesbian friend Betsy Heden 
was pregnant with Billy’s son 
(thanks to frozen sperm, artifi¬ 
cially inseminated). Now author 
Warren has finally given birth to 
Harlan’s Race, the sequel to her 
1974 success. 

Written in the first person 
from Harlan’s point of view, the 
new novel opens and closes 
with 1990 reminiscences from 
the retired coach. But the bulk 
of Harlan’s Race takes place 
between the time of Billy’s 
murder (September, 1976) and 
the Third Annual Billy Sive 
Memorial race held at Griffith 
Park in September of 1981. This 
tumultuous five-year period 
allows the reader to journey 
past the hedonism of the late 
’70s and into the age of AIDS 
through the eyes of Harlan, a 
survivor in every sense of the 
word. 

A mystery story 

More than anything else, 
Warren’s sequel is a mystery 
story. Her narrative hinges on 
the terrorist tactics and threaten¬ 
ing missives of a mysterious 
gay-bashing stalker who forces 
Harlan to go into hiding, in fear 
for his life. The stalker’s identi¬ 
ty is unknown until the end of

the book, when the memorial 
race in Griffith Park has every¬ 
one wondering if history is 
about to repeat itself The 
author successfully picks up the 
threads of her initial narrative 
and weaves a tight, rather dark 
tale of longing, regret, and 
missed opportunity that ulti¬ 
mately merges with a theme of 
survival - a theme as important 
to the gay ’90s as the liberation 
theme of The Front Runner was 
to the ’70s. 

There are a few missteps 
along the way as Warren dips an 
exceedingly purple pen into the 
well of gay passion - “My 
limbs were vibrating with 
expectation, like a tuning fork.” 
And when you run across lines 
like, “What did he want to do - 
grab a lifejacket from the sink¬ 
ing Titanic of our affair?” it’s 
hard not to laugh out loud. 
There are times when Harlan’s 
queer point of view doesn’t 
quite ring true, and other times 


when the author’s gay vernacu¬ 
lar is a bit off, but these are rel¬ 
atively minor complaints. In 
most instances, like the opening 
chapter when Harlan laments 
the passing of the “sunny ante¬ 
bellum days,” the author strikes 
the right chord: “A point of 
view had belonged to me, and to 
other gay men and lesbians, and 
also to many straight Americans 
of those times. It had vanished, 
without our knowing that it was 
at risk.” 

In Harlan’s Race, Patricia 
Nell Warren tells an engrossing 
story that reacquaints the reader 
with old friends and updates the 
lives of the extended family of 
Billy Sive and Harlan Brown. 
With locations that range from 
Fire Island to West Hollywood, 
this may be the perfect book to 
take on vacation. The reader can 
lose himself in a reverie of for¬ 
getting and remembering, while 
trying to figure out where things 
are going. T

This season, to recapture 
GLAAD’s recognition things 
could go like this: Lear 
announces she’ll undergo a 
sex-change operation. “This 
has been a lifelong situation 
with me, that I am now going to 
physically and medically cor¬ 
rect,” she tells her staff. Lear, 
who will change her name to 
Norman, is uncharacteristically 
witty and self-deprecating dur¬ 
ing her announcement: “I sud¬ 
denly realized. Oh my God, 
I’m a white heterosexual male. 
I’ve become one of them!”

Conformist

husband’s life, she works her 
sensual and other charms on 
both Marcello and Guilia. 

‘Conformism’s’ Causes 

The link in The Conformist 
between sexual and political 
repression is explicit. Moravia’s 
novel adopted a typically 
Freudian framework - Marcello 
is nothing if not in the throes of 
unresolved Oedipal conflict - 
and Bertolucci repeats these 
connections onscreen. 

In a sequence in Pier Paolo 
Pasolini’s 1964 documentary 
Love Meetings, Moravia lists 
blind adherence to religious and 
social tradition, laziness, and 
“passive education” as causes 
of “conformism,” which in turn 
allows reactionaries to usurp 
control. People are shocked by 
something like homosexuality 
(theirs or others’), says 
Moravia, because they are too 
indoctrinated either to observe 
sexual expression from a ratio¬ 
nal perspective or, failing that, 
to let their instincts and hearts 
guide them. 

Likewise on other issues - 
abortion, crime, communism, et 
cetera - a culture’s inability to 
think for itself leads to disas¬ 
trous political consequences, 
Moravia contends. 

The Conformist arrived dur¬ 
ing a period when the vast 
majority - including many “lib¬ 
erals” and “intellectuals” - per¬ 
ceived of homosexuality as, de 
facto, aberrant behavior (or a 
“deformation,” as one critic 
described Marcello’s orienta¬ 
tion). Given this reality - and 
that repressed homosexual 
killers were a movie staple at 
the time - it is hot surprising 
that, for differing reasons, crit¬ 
ics and others interpreted 
Bertolucci’s film as indicting 
homosexuality itself, rather 
than sexual repression, as 
Marcello’s problem. 

Parker Tyler wonders about 
this in his 1972 book Screening 
the Sexes: Homosexuality in the 
Movies, pointing out quite rea¬ 
sonably that according to films 


like The Conformist, it “seems 
to have been inconceivable” 
that homosexuality could “also 
be a thing of grace, a separate 
field of gravity, a poet’s and 
philosopher’s privilege and 
even ... a lover’s peaceful pur¬ 
suit.” 

Marcello’s actions during the 
film’s epilogue, in which he 
crosses paths again with the 
blind Fascist Italo (Jose 
Quaglio) and meets up with a 
specter from his past, make 
such readings more plausible 
than had Bertolucci ended the 
film differently. But just 
because Marcello hasn’t learned 
much doesn’t mean that audi¬ 
ences won’t. Throughout the 
film Bertolucci so consistently 
critiques Marcello’s failure to 
accept his true nature that read¬ 
ing The Conformist as an attack 
on homosexuality seems ulti¬ 
mately incorrect. 

Lesbian Readings 

Tyler’s contention that The 
Conformist ignores homosexu¬ 
ality’s more admirable aspects 
fails to consider the character of 
Anna. As with Marcello, Anna 
is often dismissed as just anoth¬ 
er stereotype. She certainly 
goes the way of most pre-1980 
cinematic lesbians and her 
famous tango with Guilia 
makes a familiar appeal - both 
within the film and in a movie 
theatre - to the male voyeur. 

“It is possible for lesbians to 
appreciate the eroticism [of the 
tango] and yet feel cheated by 
how it is used,” writes Andrea 
Weiss in Vampires and Violets: 
Lesbians in Film, “especially as 
the film also encourages a read¬ 
ing in which Marcello’s sympa¬ 
thy for fascism originates in his 
repressed homosexuality.” 

A young lesbian interviewed 
in Jump Cut in the ’70s came to 
a different conclusion: “[T]he 
dance scene between the two 
women was so strong, and 
Dominique Sanda was really 
the only powerful person in the 
whole film. Although she was 
married to one of the main char¬ 
acters, I identified with her as a 
lesbian. She falls in love with a 
woman, whom she sweeps up in 
a tango. It’s marvelous! That 


was the most positive screen 
image of lesbianism for me.” 

Although there may be no 
male homosexual counterbal¬ 
ance to Marcello, to the lesbian 
in Jump Cut at least, Sanda’s 
character provides a female 
one. 

Anna’s inevitable demise - 
in a spectacularly conceived 
sequence - is nothing short of 
wrenching. Betrayed by 
Marcello (unable to act, he ends 
up merely witnessing the attack 
on Anna and her husband), she 
bangs repeatedly on his car win¬ 
dow, then staggers, her face 
bloodied, through a snowy for¬ 
est. 

Though Sanda’s tragic end 
was strictly business as usual 
for lesbians in ’60s and ’70s 
films, the way it unfolds is hard¬ 
ly the emotional equivalent of 
vicious drug dealer Shelley 
Winters’ being shot and discard¬ 
ed onto a garbage heap in 
Cleopatra Jones. Or the violent 
killing of Lotte Lenya’s hard¬ 
ened lesbian spy in From Russia 
With Love. 

‘Zoe’ in Context 

A careful reading of The 
Conformist illustrates the draw¬ 
backs of dismissing works out 
of hand simply because they 
contain less-than-honorable 
homosexuals or put gays into 
disagreeable situations. Context 
is also important, which brings 
us to Killing Zoe, laden with 
homoerotic footnotes from old 
films like Nosferatu and Little 
Caesar and more recent works 
like Dog Day Afternoon and 
Reservoir Dogs. 

Zoe is such a middling affair 
that it’s hard to get too worked 
up over the film’s reworking of 
a typically Freudian fight to the 
finish between homosexuality 
and heterosexuality. But it’s 
worth considering Zoe's inter¬ 
nal dynamic. Roger Avary takes 
a theme more sublimated in 
Desert Fury, No Way to Treat a 
Lady and countless other films 
and juices it up for the ’90s. 

“Killing” the character Zoe 
(Julie Delpy), a prostitute who’s 
“kind of’ fallen in love with 
Zed (Eric Stoltz), an American

Bowlers Look to Amsterdam 


Preparing for Gay Games 1998

W ith suitcases 
barely 
unpacked from 
the Gay- Games 
‘94 extravagan¬ 
za in New York, it’s hard to 
believe bowlers are already 
planning for the 1998 Games in 
Amsterdam. 

“San Francisco has always 
been a major contender in the 
bowling arena during Gay 
Games,’’ explained Rudy 
McGlinty, one of the bowling 
organizers for the ‘98 Games. 
“New York, however, turned 
out to be a disappointment for 
the San Francisco bowling 
community because of the lack 
of participation from our com¬ 
munity.’’ 

To build momentum for 
Amsterdam and to help 
bowlers begin saving for the 
event, McGlinty and a group of 


five bowlers devised the idea of 
an Amsterdam Savings League. 
The bowling league will start 
on Monday, September 12 at 
Japantown Bowl. Bowlers will 
pay a $20 a week fee; $11 will 
go toward lineage and seasonal 
prizes, and the remaining $9 
will be placed in a Gay Games 
savings fund for each individ¬ 
ual bowler. If the individual 
bowls all seven seasons of the 
league they will in effect have a 
nice nest egg of $1,500 or 
$1,600 to use toward 
Amsterdam expenses. 

Administration and monitoring 
of the league will be facilitated 
by Japantown Bowl. 

The league will begin at 
6:30 p.m. and will consist of 
five-person teams. An 80 per¬ 
cent handicap-sanctioned 
league, bowlers of all skill lev¬ 
els will be able to compete on 
an equal basis. 

Bowlers do not have to com¬ 


mit to all seven seasons and 
money can be withdrawn at the 
end of any season, if the bowler 
has decided not to continue 
with the commitment. 

For bowlers who don’t want 
to make plans quite so far 
ahead, there is the option of 
paying only the $11 lineage 
and prize fee and beginning the 
savings portion at a later date. 
“While the savings element is 
helpful,’’ McGlinty explains, 
“first and foremost we want to 
plant some seeds and keep ’98 
in the forefront of people’s 
minds.’’ 

Amsterdam Savings League 
organizers are also planning on 
setting up bowling clinics with 
top professionals to help partic¬ 
ipants hone their skills. ▼

Eric’s gang is a bunch of 
drugged-out fuck-ups; their plot 
is doomed from the start. 

Eric’s mental decline appears 
to include (ah, more ambiguity!) 
going queer, if he wasn’t 
already. A direct quotation from 
Edward G. Robinson to Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr. in Little Caesar 
about not letting a woman come 
between the two gangsters car¬ 
ries more sexual freight here 
than it did in the original, but it 
is possible (though I don’t think 
so) that Avary means to stay in 
the realm of the fraternal. 

In any case, there’s no deny¬ 
ing the sexual overtones to 
Eric’s stroking of Zed’s cheek 
with a knife (more of that 
adventurous symbolism) - at a 
point in the script where he also 
threatens Zoe’s life, not to men¬ 
tion Zed’s (for deserting him).

does the small-timer who 
bankrolls Sterling Hayden’s 
racetrack heist in Stanley 
Kubrick’s The Killing. 

As may happen to the film’s 
audience. Zed isn’t precisely sure 
what Eric’s proclivities are, or 
his intentions toward him, 
though one gang member gives 
Zed a hint, and in a heroin- 
induced haze Zed catches a 
glimpse of Eric fucking some¬ 
one, possibly a guy, from behind. 

100 Snappy Quotes 

Avary’s infatuation with ref¬ 
erencing classics and trash alike 
- his education in the cinema 
came largely from working at a 
well-stocked video store, 
according to Variety - apparent¬ 
ly blinds him to a simple truth, 
namely that 100 snappy quotes 
from past flicks and lots of 
hyperkinetic camerawork do not 
a complete film make. Plot, log¬ 
ical character development 
(within a picture’s own frame¬ 
work) - perhaps even some wis¬ 
dom - are helpful as well. 

The use to which Avary puts 
his knowledge of the homoeroti¬ 
cism in many male-bonding 
films is instructive: he spots the 


trend, but isn’t original enough 
to modify the pattern - hetero¬ 
sexuality triumphs and a psy¬ 
chopathic homo who has tried to 
lure a scarred but ultimately 
“good” guy into his insane web 
gets his just desserts. 

Avary’s deficiencies as a sto¬ 
ryteller leave one unsure 
whether his film’s reactionary 
psychology - and I’ll leave its 
take on women to someone else 
- is intentional or subconscious. 
He mentions in his press notes 
that he “wrote much of himself 
into” Zed. Is Zoe his way of 
“working out” some sexual 
issues? Could be, and if 
Bertolucci’s right in saying that 
“fiction influences us because 
it’s not really fiction,” then per¬ 
haps it’s murky films like Zoe, 
in addition to blatantly mali¬ 
cious works, that activists 
should be targeting. If they can 
figure out how. ▼
